“All I know about this is what 
I’ve read in the newspapers,” Grif- 
fin said. “If there were any 
matters brought to my attention, 
through the press or any other 
medium, that warranted such ac- 
tion, I wouldn’t hesitate to present 
the facts to the grand jury.”

PRICE CONTROLS 
SOUGHT ON DAIRY 
GOODS, POULTRY 


Consumers Group Says 
Buyers Are Caught Be- 
tween Soaring Costs 
and Meat Shortage.

The Consumers’ Federation of 
St. Louis last night demanded re- 
imposition of price controls on 
poultry and dairy products, 4s- 
sérting low-income consumers are 
caught between “runaway prices” 
on meat-substitute commodities 
and the meat shortage, 


As meat supplies dwindled to 
the vanishing point in the last 
week, the demand for poultry and 
dairy products leaped and prices 
went up accordingly, the Federa- 
tion said. 

In a telegram to the Price De- 
control Board, which will meet 
Wednesday to consider re-estab- 
lishment of ceilings on butter and 
cheese, the Federation cited rec- 
ord high retail prices of 89 cents 
a pound on butter and 70 cents a 
pound on cheese. e 

The Federation, in addition, 
pointed out that eviscerated fry- 
ing chickens sold here yesterday 
for upward of 80 cents a pound 
and top grade eggs were marketed 
at 55 to 60 cents a dozen. 

Department of Agriculture 
wholesale quotations showed that 
butter and cheese reached their 
highest prices in history, eggs the 
highest in 26 years, and poultry 
the highest in two months. 

Higher Dairy Prices Likely. 

The department said that, if 
price ceilings remain off, dairy 
products will increase further in 
price with the seasonal decline in 
production this fall. Consumer re- 
sistance to high butter prices is 
reflected in good stocks on retail 
shelves, despite the fact that the 
present butter supply is short of 
normal demand. 

The current 75 to 79 cents a 
pound wholesale price of butter 
tops the previous high of 68.9 
cents in November 1919. The price 
has risen as much as 6 cents a 
pound in the last munth. As @or 
cheese, standard twins which had 
been 28% cents a pound under 
OPA ceilings were up to 33% cents 
a month ago and now are 44% 
cents. :

Wallace and Truman Quotations 


That Speech Represented Policy 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (UP) 
ERE is what Secretary of Commerce Henry A. Wallace 
said in his speech Thursday about presidential indorsement 
of his views, and what President Truman said in his own 
press conference that day:

PARIS, Sept. 14 (AP) — Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov declared 
today that efforts to repudiate the 
right of veto in the United Na- 
tions Security Council should te 
rejected “as an attempt to pre- 
pare a new war” and warned that 
“it, would be dangerous to ignore 
the Soviet Union” if the United 
Nations wants peace.

BERLIN, Sept. 14 (AP)—The 
United States intends to proceed 
unilaterally against cartels in the 
American zone of occupation in 
Germany because there has been 
no quadripartite agreement as yet 
on smashing the German eco- 
nomic empires, it was learned reli- 
ably today. 

The British, according to the 
best available information, mainly 
have been standing in the way. 

For months, the Allies have de- 
bated over the draft of a law 
which would start the de-carteli- 
zation machinery moving. 

In general, the Americans, 
French and Russians have lined 
up for a law which would flatly 
prohibit all types of monopolistic 
activity and define explicitly how 
large a company may be. For a 
company to exceed that limitation 
would require an Allied license. 

The British, on the other hand, 
have advocated a law which would 
set up a four-power board whose 
task would be to make studies 
determining whether a_ certain 
company constituted an excessive 
concentration of economic power. 

Would Provide Veto. 

The British proposal would in 
each case require four-power 
agreement. It was pointed out 
further that it would leave the 
way open for one of the Allies 
to veto a report in order to pro 
tect national interests. 

The American aim, it is hoped, 
will be implemented “within a 
matter of weeks” by a iaw per- 
mitting the American Military 
Government to crack down on all 
super-concentrations of economic 
power such as cartels, syndicates, 
trusts, or other monopolistic com- 
bines which might be used by 


Germany as instruments of re-

Word of the planned unilateral 
action came at a time when there 
have been published reports that 
the Russians were forming a huge 
cartel of German industries in 
their zone, including the L. G. Far- 
ben holdings in the east.

These sources said that what 
probably has been happening is

WASHINGTON, Sept 14 (AP)— 
CIO research experts, contending 
American economic power is be- 
coming concentrated mainly in 
eight big financial groups, said 
today that “serious consideration” 


of public ownership or greater . 
regulation of business may be-| ~ 


come necessary. 

Expressing their views in the 
Economic Outlook, monthly pub- 
lication of the C1O’s research and 


education department, the experts 
said eight large banking houses 
controlled 106 of the 250 largest 
manufacturing corporations in 
1943-44. 

“These eight interest groups, 
which include Morgan, who con- 
trols almost 15 per cent of the 
assets of these 250 corporations,” 
the Outlook said, “Kuhn Loeb, 
Rockefeller, Mellon, duPont and 
banking houses of Boston, Cleve- 
land and Chicago, dominate and 
control two-thirds of the com- 
bined assets of the 250 corpora- 
tions.” 

The CIO experts did not specify 
which banks they had in mind, 

Says Government Helps. 

Arguing that Government policy 
is aiding tendencies toward the 
“alarming growth” of big corpora- 
tions, the CIO publication said 
that since the war, the War As- 
sets Administration has turned 
over, on a priority system, large 
quantities of surplus goods and 
facilities to the largest corpora- 
tions and has helped bripg about 
a situation where economic con- 
centration has been “carried al- 
most to the ultimate.” 

“Bighty-three per cent of the 
Government-financed industrial 
facilities were operated during the 
war by 168 of the 250 largest cor- 
porations. One hundred of the 
largest corporations operated 
three-fourths of them and nearly 
one-half were operated by only 25 
corporations. 

“Our economic. structure in 
years to come will be determined 
to a large degree by who gains 
control of these facilities,” said 
the Outlook. 

If the 31 corporations owned 
and controlled “by the five pow- 
erful families were to acquire the 
usable Government-owned facili- 
ties which they operated during 
the war,” the Outlook said, “they 
would hold about half as many 
facilities as the entire economy 
had before the war, or 30 per cent 
of the nation’s manufacturing fa- 
cilities.” 

Researchers’ Conclusion. 

The CIO researchers, from rec- 
ords of the Department of Com- 
merce, War Production Board, 
Smaller War Plants Corporation, 
Senate Military Affairs and Small 
Business Committees, and state- 
ments of Secretary of Commerce 
Wallace and Senators Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, and Morse 
(Rep.), Oregon, expressed the con- 
clusion that: 

“In the light of present eco- 
nomic tendencies it may become 
necessary to give serious consid- 
eration -to this suggestion (of 
Senator Morse) that ‘public con- 
trol either through regulation or 
ownership’ be explored as a means 
of curbing monopoly practices:” 

The Outlook asserted that 
“price-fixing and production re- 
strictions go hand in hand with 
economic concentration. . . ., 

“Warehouses are jammed with 
men’s white shirts, while it is al- 
most impossible to buy one in a 
store. The same is true with 
hides and leather, many textile 
items, and even foodstuffs. Why? 
Because monopoly interests are 
maintaining artificial scarcity in 
order to keep prices high... . 

“These restrictive practices— 
fixing prices, creating scarcities to 
justify high prices, withholding 
new scientific developments—will 
set the stage in coming years, 
and maybe even months, for seri- 
ous economic repercussions.” 


Wants Packing Industry Regulated 
as ‘Public Utility.’ 

CHICAGO, Sept. 14 (AP)—The 
Federal Government was urged 
today to regulate the meat pack- 
ing industry as “a public utility” 
in a statement by Ralph Helstein, 
president of the CIO United 
Packing House Workers of Amer- 
ica. 

Helstein outlined a seven-point 
program which he said should be 
taken to correct “the serious sit- 
uation” which has resulted in un- 
employment of about 30,000 pack- 
ing house workers throughout the 
country and the current scarcity 
of meat. 

He asserted the present short- 
age is “the result of action en- 
gaged in by the meat trust earlier 
this year.” “Congress,” he said, 
“was a willing tool for the pack- 
ers’ greed by failing to extend the 
former OPA bill permitting a 
two-month price holiday, and by 
enacting the present zombie Price 
Control Act.”

Low-Income Group Suffering. 


“With no meat to be had, it is 
the low-income consumer who is 
suffering,” declared Mrs. Marion 
Weir, president of the Consumers’ 
Federation. “Like every one else, 
he must turn to meat-substitute 
items, but he can not afford the 
sky-high prices. Something must 
be done quickly before the situa- 
tion gets entirely out of hand.” 
Mrs. Weir said the Federation 
urges housewives to :nake certain 
of the grade of meat they pur- 
chase—when they are able to ob- 
tain it—and then check carefully 
with ceiling prices posted in mar- 
kets. 

“It is quite easy for a retailer 
to evade ceilings by selling a low 
grade at top grade prices,” she 
said. “The trouble is too many 
people are willing to overlook up- 
grading just to get the meat.” 
Adding to the picture of rising 
prices on food commodities was 
an acknowledgment Dy an OPA 
official in Washington that prices 
of canned and frozen fruit, ice 
cream and cake may go up be- 
cause of the new two-cents a 
pound boost in sugar prices. 
Small Or No Meat Supplies. 
Meanwhile, the meat situation 
showed little improvement at the 
end of the first week of OPA con- 
trols on retail meat. prices, with 
a few meat counters closed and 
Others selling only meat substi- 
tutes. A very few markets re- 
ported they had small supplies of 
inferior lamb and veal yesterday 
which did not last long. 
J. W. Stevens, field secretary 
of the Individual Retail Grocers 
and Meat Dealers’ Association, 
predicted that most of the 4000 
markets in the St. Louis area will 
close their meat departments by 
the end of this week, “With noth- 
ing to sell there isn’t much else 
to do,” he asserted. 


The Producers Live Stock Com- 
mission Association predicted the 
current meat shortage will con- 
tinue into November, although a 
slight improvement in livestock 
marketings from recent record 
lows is expected in the next few 
weeks. In so far as fat cattle mar- 
ketings are concerned, however, 
these will continue the lowest of 
record until 1947 when the new 
crop is ready for slaughter, the 
Association said. 


“Two months of indiscriminate 
marketing prior to the re-estab- 
lishment of ceiling prices Sept. 1 
is responsible for the current 
meat famine,” the Association 
said.

Body Found in Farm House 
Where He Had Gone to 
Visit Friends. 


Walter L. Mais Jr., 21-year-old 
baker and Navy veteran of 2806A 
Market street, was found dead last 
night of bullet wounds, apparently 
self-inflicted, in the farm home of 
friends whom he was visiting near 
Cedar Hill, Jefferson county. 


Nearby was a note addressed to 
a young St. Louis woman express- 
ing regret over the act but saying 
“I couldn’t give you up.” There 
were three wounds in the body, 
one each in the chest, face and 
temple. A pistol lay beside the 
body. 

The body was found at 8:45 p.m. 
by James Reed, farmer living on 
Belew’s Creek road, four miles 
south of Cedar Hill. Reed told 
Sheriff Bryan Moss of Jefferson 
county that he and his family 
were leaving to drive to town, sev- 
eral hours earlier, when Mais 
pulled up in his automobile. Reed 
gave him the key to the house and 
told him to “make himself at 
home.” 

Mais seemed “excited” but the 
family thought ‘nothing of it at 
the time, Reed said. The body 
was found on the living room floor 
of the house. Sheriff Moss noti- 
fied Coroner T. Burton Edwards 
who ordered an inquest. Moss 
also requested attendance of state 
highway patrolmen at the inquest. 

Mais, who was employed at his 
father’s bakery at 2806 Market st., 
was released from the Navy seven 
months ago after three years serv- 
ice as a fireman. 

At the young woman’s home it 
was said the pair had been keep- 
ing company several months. The 
young woman’s mother said Mais 
had been at the house about 4 
p.m, yesterday and left for the 
farm, saying he would be back 
later.

Two men and a woman were 

arraigned before a special judge 
this evening on a charge of 
murdering the boy.

Cruz. Police said they all were 
named by Sanchez as the paid as- 
sassins. The fourth person he 
named, Jose Pena Herrera, 35 
years old, killed himself today by 
shooting himself through the 
head.

The assassins 
fired from another car. 


His father was president of the 
once powerful.

Wave of Murders. 


The youth’s murder shocked 
society and stirred the govern- 
ment into action.

Some of Cuba’s wealthiest citi- 
zens have left the country in re- 
cent weeks because of a wave of 
extortion and murder.

EPISCOPALIANS TURN DOWN 
PLAN FOR CHURCH MERGER 


Deputies Ask for Further Study by Com- 
-- mission—Bishops Vote for Change 
in Divorce Rule. - : 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 14 (AP) 
The Protestant Episcopal Church 
took steps today to liberalize its 
laws on remarriage of divorced 
persons, but turned down for at 
least three years a proposal to 
merge with the ‘Pres 
Church in the United States of: 
America (northern). 

The House of Bishops, meeting 
at the triennial general conven- 
tion of the church, adopted a 
resolution that would permit re- 
marriage of any divorced church 
member at the discretion of the 
diocesan bishop or ecclesiastical 
court. 

The action, which must be in- 
dorsed by the House of Deputies, 
which is made up of lay and 
clerical delegates, came after the 
bishops had rejected a report o 
its commission on matrimony sub- 
mitting a liberalized canon. 

This new recommendation dif- 
fers from the original proposal in 
that it eliminates a national ad- 
visory council on marriage and 
leaves full discretion within each 
diocese. 

‘Bishops’ View of Marriage. 

Although indorsing the liberal- 
ization, the bishops pointed out 
that “marriage remains a phys- 
ical, spiritual and mystical union, 
created by mutual consent of 
heart, mind and will, and is in 
intention lifelong.” 

At present, church law permits 
remarriage of divorced persons 
only when they are the innocent 
party in cases of adultery. 

A proposal to change the word 
“layman” to “lay person” in the 
convention * constitution so that 
women might .be admitted with- 
out special action was voted down 
by the House of Leputies, 263 to 
256. 

Thus each general convention 
will have to pass on whether to 
admit women-to membership, The 
present convention broke a prece- 
dent by admitting Mrs. Randolph 
Dyer of St. Louis. 

Merger Plan Rejected. 

The House of Deputies voted 
down 386-196 a resolution to sub- 
mit the merger issue to individual 
congregations. Many delegates 
declared that though they favored 
the union, they believed the mer- 
ger plan had been prepared too 
hastily. 


A -joint commission on ap- 
proaches to unity had submitted 
& seven-paragraph plan to. the 
deputies, but the body acted on 
only two sections, agreeing to 
study the proposal for another 
three years before sending the 
matter to congregations. 

The commission -itself was con- 
tinued for three years during 
which it was requested to make 
further research and seek to 
eliminate some of the objections 
to the merger. 

‘ Most objections were that the 
commission plan did not fulfill 
requirements set 

Lambeth Quadrilateral, which in 
1888 outlined a four-point credo 
under which any merger of An- 


‘ ‘glican faiths must be effected. 


The Lambeth statement says be- 
lief must be held in: 
(a) Both the Old and New Test- 
ments (b) the apostles and the 
Nicene creeds as the _ sufficient 
statement of the Christian faith; 
(c) the sacraments of bap- 
tism and holy communion, and 
(d) the historic episcopate. 
“Unsatisfactory” Points. 
Most delegates said they consid- 
ered treatment of the episcopacy, 
the Book of Common Prayer and 
practicesof the church, “unsatis- 
factory” in the proposed basis of 
union. 
The deputies requested that the 
next Lambeth Conference (world 
meeting of the Anglican churches) 
appoint a standing commission to 
consider approaches to unity in 
which eny church of the Anglican 
Communion is concerned. 
At the same time, the house ex- 
tended to the Presbyterian Church, 
the general convention’s “cordial 
greetings and gratitude’ for the 
brotherly courtesy manifested in 
the discussions.” Official conver- 
sations on the proposed union be- 
gan in 1937 at’ the invitation of 
the Episcopalians. 
Following the vote by the en- 
tire house, clergy and laity voted 
separately and each approved the 
three-year study. 
They voted: clerical, 43 yes, 23% 
no, divided 14; laity 41% yes, 30% 
no, divided 5. 
Domestic, lay and clerical depu- 
ties have one vote and missionary 
deputies one-quarter vote each.

SAD TO PROFIT. 
BY IMMORALITY 


County Grand Jury Says 
Decent Ones Are Using 
Signs ‘For Tourists 
Only.’ 


Conditions in the tourist cabin 
business in St. Louis county are 
such that establishments having 
a regard for decency put out signs 
“For Tourists Only,” the St. Louis 
county grand jury for the May 
term of court observed in {f*final 
report, made yesterday to Circuit 
Judge Amandus Brackman. 

Tourist cabins in the county, the 
report commented, have turned to 
“highly profitable traffic in im- 
morality.” “While not houses of 
assignation in the strict letter of 
the law, the establishments to all 
intents and purposes are almost 
that,” the grand jurors declared. 

“It is obvious that tourist cabins- 
catering to this trade are not op- 
erated for the purpose of giving 
the weary traveler a night of 
rest,” the report maintained. The 
report commented on instances 
where automobiles from other 
states, occupied by legitimate 
tourists, were turned away from 
cabins, while taxicabs entered and 
left the places with local cus 


omers. There was also an in-. 


stance, the report stated, of a 
couple being charged $5, and told 
that occupancy was for one hour. 

Their report was based on ob- 
servations by the State ‘Highway 
Patrol and various police agencies 
at grand jury request, the court 
was informed. Officers recorded 
automobile licenses and noted that 
the time spent in the places by 
the “tourists” averaged from 30 
to 40 minutes. A majority of the 
customers were “extremely youth- 
ful,” the report added, and 
there was one case of a 15-year- 
old girl going to a tourist cabin 
with a man 50 years old. 

The grand jurors recommended 
legislation for strong regulations 
for tourist cabins “with correct 
and true registration and with 
both operator and guest liable for 
false registration.” Such regula- 
tions: are necessary, the report 
stated, “to safeguard the morals 
of the community.” 

An investigation of the reported 
sale of liquor to minors, as a re- 
sult of conditions revealed in the 
Overland neighbornood following 
the unsolved murder of Alice 
Shryock, failed to show any wide- 
spread violations, the report ob- 
served. Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley 
and law-enforcement agencies 
were commended in the report for 
keeping commercial gambling out 
of the county.

Said to Attend Meetings. 

Ragen told associates’ that 
Dougherty attends meetings of 
the syndicate leaders at River 
Forest, Ill., a suburb of Chicago. 
Chicago mobsters present at such 
meetings, he said, include Willie 
Heeney, former “Public Enemy 
No. 7,” who began his career as 
a small-time St. Louis pickpocket, 
and Murray Humphreys, now high 
in the underworld dynasty once 
headed by “Scarface” Al Capone. 

Heeney himself made a trip to 
St. Louis about three weeks ago 
with a friend who later told as- 
sociates that “we had a swell time 
in 8&t. Louis — with the sheriff 
there.” 

An informant of the Post-Dis- 
patch in Chicago said it was “most 
unusual” for Heeney, to leave his 
home grounds. He is known as the 
“ozer of Cicéro,” and among his 
other duties takes general super- 
vision of Capone gang interests 
Outside of Chicago — including 
the St. Louis area, 

Dougherty, who formerly was a 
partner in the Hyde Park Club, 
notorious East Side gambling es- 
tablishment, previously had been 
named by Willie Bioff, labor rack- 
eteer, in court testimony, as the 
Capone gang’s St. Louis “contact 
man.” 


In describing a meeting of Chi- 
cago gangsters as long ago as 
1934, Bioff said that Frank (The 
Enforcer) Nitti, Capone  lieu- 
tenant, had declared that “he 
would take care of St. Louis 
through Johnny Dougherty.” The 
particular préject in mind by the 
Chicago gangsters at that time 
was bringing about the re-election 
of George E. Browne as president 
of the International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employes and 
Motion Picture Machine Opera-

Dougherty could not 
be reached for comment yester- 
day on Ragen’s statement. 

Other details of contacts be- 
tween Dougherty and his St. Louis 
associates and the Capone syndi- 
cate were furnished by a special 
representative here of Ragen’s, 
whose duties included keeping 
Ragen informed of underworld ac- 
tivities. 


Post-Dispatch reporters, investi- 
gating activities of St. Louis 
gangsters in Chicago in March, 
1945, repeatedly crossed the trail 
of Dougherty and Gregory EK 
Moore, who resigned as chief dep- 
uty sheriff after his police record 
was disclosed. 

In Cicero bars and hotels fre 
quented by members: of the Ca- 
pone mobs, Post-Dispatch report- 
ers were told of frequent visits by 
Dougherty. 


Shake-up Plot Fails. 


Last Spring, at about the time 
the Chicago syndicate began its 
nation-wide expansion program, 
an effort was made to precipitate 
a shake-up in the St, Louis police 
department, the Post-Dispatch has 
been informed, Rumors were cir- 
culated—mostly by anonymous 
letters and telephone calls—that 
present high officers in the police 
department were guilty of various 
offenses. 

It was learned that the purpose 


of this campaign was to depose 
Chief Mitchell or another high 


monses for jurors, notice to de- 
fendants of suits filed against 
them, enforcing court decrees, ex- 
ecuting replevin Writs and attach- 
ing property. 

The sheriff of St. Louis also 
makes arrests for contempt of 
court, as directed by the court, and 
has control of prisoners under the 
jurisdiction of the court.

Meanwhile, 
however, collection agents for the 
Chicago mob already are skim- 
ming a large “take” off Bast Side 
gambling profits. 

Ragen-Owen Conference. 

Shortly before he was shot in 
Chicago, Ragen was in St. Louis, 
where he conferred with Owen, at 
the American Hotel, At that time 
it is believed the two men dis- 
cussed the Capote syndicate ef- 
forts to move into the St. Louis 
area, What plans Owen has for 
resisting this move, howéver, have 
not been announced.

$3500 Daily Gambling Payroll. 

That there is plenty of gambling 
money on the East Side for pur- 
poses of contributing to political 
parties or for other purposes is 
evident from the fact that the 
daily payroll at Vic Doyle’s Ring- 
side gambling establishment in 
East St. Louis, runs about $3500, 
the Post-Dispatch was told. Not 
all of those included on this daily 
pay schedule actually work at the 
Ringside; the gambling “take” is 
split through payment of “sal- 
aries” to some persons merely for 
purposes of avoiding the higher 
income tax brackets. 

East Side gamblers, in an effort 
to entice persons from St. Louis, 
operate free passenger automobile 
service across Eads Bridge. One 
such service has its terminal at 
Third street and Washington ave- 
nue, another at Third and Vine 
streets... 

Guides are posted near the St. 
Louis end of the bridge to direct 
motorists to gambling establish- 
ments on the East Side. St. Louis 
police say they can do nothing 
about this so long as East: Side 
gambling representatives do not 
solicit customers on the streefs of 
St. Louis.

Professions Thursday night. 
Whereas Wallace was heckled and 
hissed, Pepper was applauded, 

“Wallace’s speech was a much- 
needed exploration,” Pepper said. 

“Wallace comes nearer the point 
of view of the people of this coun- 
try than the interpreters of our 
foreign policy. 

“In my opinion, the policy now 
being followed by the state de- 
partment doesn’t represent the 
opinion of the people. 

“The people don’t want imperial- 
ism any more than they want iso- 
lationism.” 

Pepper said that 95 per cent of 
the bitterness stirred up against 
the Russiafis was “pure propa- 
ganda” by reactionaries and im- 
perialists seeking to exploit other 
people.” 

“It’s the same old stuff hurled 
during the Coolidge and Hoover 
administrations that delayed our 
recognition of Russia for 16 
years,” he said, 


‘Speech Inexcusable,’ Says Byrd. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
in a statement issued from his 
home at Winchester, Va. said 
“the Wallace speech has shocked 
and disturbed those who look to 
the United Nations Organization 
as a basis to establish an en- 
during world peace.” 

“Its world-wide effect is to com- 
licate still further the very dif- 
icult situation of Secrétary 
Byrnes,” Byrd continued, “It was) 
inexcusable from any standpoint.

“Mr, Wallace has not been and 
it is unlikély that he could be 
confirmed by the Senate as Sec 
fetary of State, I hope the be- 
lated statement of President Tru- 
man will cure the damage of the 
Wallace speéch, but if the Presi- 
dent is to restore world confidence 
in his Secretary of State he must 
unequivocally repudiate the for- 
eign affairs pronouncement of his 
subordinate, Henry A. Wallace.” 


Gov. Thomas BE. Dewey of New 
York called Wallace’s speech

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14 
(AP)—Wage demands of two sea- 
men’s unions, one independent, the 
other CIO, kept west coast ship- 
ping tied up tonight despite settle- 
ment of the AFL seamen’s strike. 

Vincent J. Malone, of the Inde- 
pendent Marine Firemen, Oilers, 
Watertenders and Wipers, said the 
union would stay out “until we get 
something concrete to offer our 
men.”

The firemen’s dispute, Malone 
said, was in “a three-way mixup” 
among the Maritime Commission, 
the Department of Labor, and the 
Pacific American Shipowners As- 
sociation.

“However it has developed re- 
recently that many of these per- 
sons whose political activities 
were curbed by enforced absence 
from their accustomed haunts are 
now being restored to the voting 
rolls through the exercise of 
executivep ardons. This practice 
is being indulged on such a grand 
scale, according to published re- 
ports, that White House physic- 
ians are said to be seeking a 
cure for writer’s cramp.” 

Reece pleaded with Democrats 
to vote Republican this fall in 
the President’s home state,

B. Carroll Reece, chairman of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, asserted here yesterday that 
Communists “dominate” the CIO- 
PAC and may influence perma- 
nent administration policies be- 
cause of increasing effectiveness 
of labor as a political pressure 
group. 

Speaking at a breakfast given 
| by George C. Smith, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Reece 
said that Communists also occupy 
key positions in Washington bu- 
reaus. Results of their research 
and _ statistical compilations, he 
added, are placed in the hands of 
top officials and may influence 


our national policy. 


Reece described Secretary of 
Commerce Wallace’s recent ad- 


'dress on this nation’s policies to- 


ward Russia and Great Britain as 
“irresponsible.” He said that it 
appeared to him to follow the 
Communist line. 

After the informal breakfast, 
Reece went to Jefferson City for a 
speaking engagement .before the 
Second Congressional District 
G.O.P. Women’s Club. Several Re- 
publican leaders attended the 
breakfast. They included United 
States Senator Forrest C., Donnell, 
Congressman Walter C. Ploeser, 
Mayor Aloys P, Kaufmann and 
Barak T. Mattingly.

Give Him Chance

NEW YORK, Sept. 14—Tami 
Mauriello has but one more day 
of boxing in preparation for his 
shot at the heavyweight boxing 
championship of the world 
Wednesday night, when he meets 
Joe Louis for the title. He'll 
finish tomorrow and he-is satis- 
fied that he is trained for the 
fight of his life. 

Tami is confident, too, that 
he’ll win, although nobody else 
seems to think so. , 

But’ he’s ready. He has taken 
off 20 pounds since he began work 
July 28 and in six rounds of box- 
ing with three opponents at the 
Grand .Arena today, he showed 
good boxing skill. 

He boxed two rounds each with 
Cleo Everett, Eddie. Blunt and 
Tommy Altieri and punished: all 
of them, particularly with his left 
hook, Mauriello’s best. weapon. 

‘He Has Chance,’ Says Phil. 

Watching the drill were several 
hundred of his Bronx neighbors 
and friends, including Phil Ter- 
ranova, featherweight, an. almost 
constant companion, and Jake La- 
Motta, middleweight. 

Terranova declares that he 


thinks Mauriello has a chance to 
win, 

“He can hit with either hand 
and is a good game guy,” Ter- 
ranova reasoned, “and yeu can 
bet he'll fight all the time he’s 
in there and should he be lucky 
enough to nail Louis first, you 

can’t tell what might “happen.” 

And that seems to be the con- 
sensus. Mauriello’s record proves 
he’s a puncher. He has Won 69 
fights out of 77, and 52 of them 
by knockouts. He's won his last 
12 straight bouts, 11 of them with 
kayoes.

Realty Board Presidents 
Demand Abolition 
Of Federal Controls 


A resolution calling’ for the 
abolition of all wartime controls, 
including rent control, by the Fed- 
eral Government not later than 
March 31, 1947, was adopted by 
presidents of 110 real estate

JAP ADMITS: EATING 
FLESH OF AMERICAN 


Navy Officer Testifies About 
Cannibalism by Group of 
Nipponese on Isle. 


GUAM, Sept..14 (AP)—A Japa- 
nese Navy officer testified at a 


war crimes trial today that he ate | 
prisoner, 


the flesh of an American 

Another said he was ordered to 
execute the American, but botched 
the task and had to have aid. 

Lt. Cmdr. Ichiro Shinoda told a 
United States military commission 
that he ate the flesh at a saki 
party in a cave on Chichi island. 
He said all of the half-dozen of- 
ficers present, including V. Adm. 
Kunzio Mori, participated. 

Lt. (jg) Miyake Iijima and Lt. 
Cmdr, Miyasaki Kenji said they 
were present, but denied they ate 
any human flesh. 

All three agreed that Army Maj. 
Sueo Matoba, one of the 14 de- 
fendants accused of murder, can- 
nibalism and neglect of duty, 
brought the flesh to the cave. 

It. (jg) Mior Hiyashi testified 
he was ordered by Navy Capt, 
Shizuo Yoshii “to cut (execute) 
the prisoner’ on Feb, 24, 1945. 
“This embarrassed me,” he said. 
“I went alone to Captain Yoshil’s 
quarters and protested ‘I cannot 
cut a human being’ but the cap- 
tain replied ‘You know what will, 
happen to you if you do ngt obey 
the order of a superior officer.’ 

“I did not like it, but I accepted 
the order.” 

Hiyashi said he was a radar- 
man, unskilled in use of the sword. 
He testified that Yoshii instructed 
him “not to put too much power 
into the stroke, else I may cut 
myself. I saluted the prisoner and 
cut, but I made a slip and backed 
out.” 

iyashi said Lt. (jg) Shinichi 
utani, another defendant, 
completed the execution.

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How Labor Manages Its Capital 


Unions Are Now Big Business Whose Officers Administer More Than 
$400, 000, 000 Annually for 13,000,000 Dues Paying Members 


Seaver of Largest Dieni- 

zations Shows Operations 

Are Becoming Increasingly 

Complex; Funds Used for 

Varied Purposes but Most 

Leaders Oppose Engaging: 
in Private Business.

NIONISM now is big business. 

U In management and national scope 
modern labor unions resemble corpo- 

rations with the substitution of 13,000,000 

dues-paying members for stockholders. 

How big a business organized labor has 
grown to be is reflected in a recent Treasury 
Department report. It discloses that more 
than $400,000,000 annually passes through 
union hands. 

The Treasury compilation, admittedly in- 
complete, lists reports from 32,638 labor or- 
ganizations, mostly locals, showing gross 
1943 receipts of $418,332,000. This in- 
cludes a revenue of $14,046,000 from diverse 
business activities. They represent real es- 
tate transactions and other investments. 

A survey made in several American cities 
by the Post-Dispatch disclosed not only im- 
portant union financial resources but the 
evolution of a new type of labor leader. 
Heads of representative major unions were 
visited at their headquarters. Included in 
the survey were key CIO and AFL affiliates | 
besides large independent unions, 

The present-day union boss must be some- 
thing more than an organizer or speaker. 
He must be an administrator. He must 
possess financial acumen comparable to that 
of a capitalist. If he hasn’t got it—or even 
if hé has—he must hire a staff of expert 
fiscal assistants. The 1946 union is a com- 
plex affair. Many unions embrace thou- 
sands of locals which are thriving enterprises 


in themselves. 


investments runs about $43,000. Fixed as- 
sets include a $300,000 building in Washing- 
ton, part of which is rented to the CIO. 

Canny Philip Murray, president of the 
steelworkers’ and head of the CIO, draws 
$20,000 a year and expenses. Three other 
international officers, including David J. Mc- 
Donald, astute secretary-treasurer, each get 
$12,000. McDonald, a former meel worker 
who worked his way through Carnegie 
Tech, was private secretary to Murray from 
1922 to 1936 when Murray was vice presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers. 

The many-sided activities of a modern 
union are indicated in the steelworkers’ op- 
erating budget. It spends around $41,000 
a year for its legal department; at least 
$50,000 goes for research and wage analy- 
sis; another $140,000 finances a publica- 
tion which goes to the membership. 

Twenty financial specialists, working di- 

rectly under McDonald, are on its staff. Most 
of them are accountants with steel industry 
backgrounds. One was head of the 
savings department of a bank; another 
handied the financial end. of a bank’s 
real estate department. In all, there are 
642 employes on the international’s payroll, 
including about 400 organizers. The steel- 
workers’ union, which is the financial nerve 
center of the CIO, gave $200,000 to the 
current southern organization drive. It do- 
nated $100,000 to the General Motors strik- 
ers and $25,000 to the electrical workers. 
When the Political Action Committee was 
formed in 1943 the union chipped in $100,- 
000 to its operating fund. It doesn’t go in 
for the elaborate educational programs, 
medical clinics’and other facilities sponsored 
by some unions. 
Murray, who directs the destinies of the 
union from a quiet office in the heart of 
Pittsburgh’s famed “golden triangle,’ ex- 
pressed his belief that labor should not 
engage in private business. One of the most 
important functions of a modern union, he 
emphasized, is the handling of finances. 

“It is necessary to employ skilled tech- 
nicians who are men of integrity to handle 
these funds,” Murray said. 


Auto Workers Handle 
Funds From Bottom Up. 


Unlike the steelworkers, the auto workers 
handle their funds from’ the bottom up. Its 
membership, which reached 1,250,000 dur- 
ing the war, now is about 550,000 in 1000 
locals. The locals rebate to the international 
65 cents of monthly dues of $1.50, recently 
raised from $1 after a convention fight. 
Five cents of the international’s share is 
tagged for its first strike fund. Another 
5 cents goes to the CIO, leaving the interna- 
tional union 55 cents per member per month 
for operating expenses. It also gets $1 
from initiation fees, which range from $2 
to $15, and from readmission levies. 

The UAW sends its semi-annual audits to 
members of Congress and makes them gen- 
erally available. Quarterly reports to the 
executive board are confidential. The ag- 
gregate worth of the locals, many of whom 
own real estate, never has been computed, 
says George F. Addes, secretary-treasurer. 

Strength of the UAW lies in its locals. 
A huge local like the Ford plant, which has 
$0,000 members, takes in about $1,500,000 
annually. It has departmentalized set-ups as 
elaborate if not as extensive as those of the 
international. 

Current income of the international UAW 
is about $400,000 a month. It is operating 
for the first time on its per capita tax. Pre- 
viously it levied an annual $1 assessment. 
Its liquid assets were jess than $800,000 last 
March. It sold a reserve of $1,000,000 in 
Government bonds when the reconversion 
slump hit it after V-E day. 

The union, which sometimes spent in ex- 
cess of its income during its turbulent 10- 
year existence, isn’t afraid to spend for the 
future. It is preparing to invest $600,000 
this year in F-M radio stations in Detroit, 
Flint, Chicago, Newark, Cleveland and Los 
Angeles. It owns its modern headquarters, 
bought for $135,000 three years ago, in the 
shadow of the gigantic General Motors build- 
ing in Detroit. It also owns a small $35,- 
000 office on Detroit’s West Side. 

It purchased the late Edsel Ford’s river- 
front home for $52,000 and converted it in- 
to a medical health institute, which it sub- 
sidizes at a cost of $3000 a month. It is 
believed that it will become self-supporting. 
It also subsidizes a book store and promotes 
elaborate educational and recreational pro- 
grams, costing about $234,000 a year. 

More than half of its income goes for 
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Surpluses Usually 
In Government Bonds. 


Union surpluses are usually invested in 
readily negotiable Government bonds and 
some unions, the carpenters and teleg- 
raphers, still invest in outside enterprises. 
Their number, however, is dwindling. This 
is partly due to the failure of various 
union ventures in the past, including the 
$145,000,000 crash of the speculative em- 
pire of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers in the hazardous late twen- 
ties. Most of union heads interviewed by 
the writer were of the opinion that unions 
should not engage in competitive enterprise 
but should confine their financial activities 
to the betterment of their memberships and 
other purposes of their unions. 

Financial statements of the unions are sel- 
‘dom available to the public but go regularly 
to the membership. There are certain nota- 
ble exceptions, including the steelworkers, 
the ‘automobile workers, and the Interna- 
tional Ladies Garment Workers. They sup- 
ply exhaustive statements to members of 
Congress, state officials and the press. 

Usually ufion financial statements, like 
the statements submitted by corporations to 
stockholders, list receipts and expenditures 
without going into specific detail as to where 
and for what purpose every penny was used. 
Particulars of expenditures of the locals are 
seldom reflected in reports of the-interna- 
tional unions although their balance sheets 
are tallied. 

In some cases there is evident an unwil- 
lingness to let Capital know of Labor’s re- 
sources. Some union executives expressed 
the opinion that certain interests would like 
to gauge the financial strength of the unions 
preparatory to a nation-wide anti-union 
campaign or an attempted taxing program. 

An unusual system of integrated internal 
financial control is practiced by the United 
Steelworkers of America, one of the largest 
unions in the world and one of the few 
whose semi-annual audits are publicized. 

Reversing the usual process, the Interna- 
tional Steelworkers’ Union collects all dues, 
either through check-off at plants or collec- 
. tions by officers of its 2000 locals. It then 
makes per capita refunds to the locals. It 
retains 75 cents of monthly dues of $1.50 
from an average of 750,000 members and 
keeps $2 of each $3 initiation fee. 


Accounting Firm 
Audits Union Books. 


Locals are grouped in 39 districts. Dis- 
trict offices are sub-offices of the interna- 
tional. They are financed from its treasury. 
The union’s books are audited by a profes- 
sional accounting firm. Union auditors 
check the books of each local twice a year. 

The steelworkers do a business of more 
than $11,000,000 a year. They took in $11,- 
089, 345 in 1945 of which the locals got $4,- 
135,311. The international’s revenue was 
$6,954,034; its expenditures were $5,906,- 
496. Its net holdings, exclusive of funds in 
the treasuries of locals, were announced to 
be $5,445,515 at the beginning of this year. 
Its cash balance was $2,897,601. 

Complexity of the uniog’s operations is 
reflected in its financial statements, which 
cover about 60 pages. The steelworkers 
helped finance the CIO last year to the ex- 
tent of $443,718, representing a per capita 
tax of 60 cents a year per member, sent in 
by the interfiational. The international’s 
holdings in United States and Canadian gov- 
ernment bonds were $2,245,400 at the be- 
ginning of this year. Its annual: yield from 
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idttention expenses apne about 12 per cent 
for salaries. Walter P. Reuther, its presi- 
dent, gets $9000 a year, the top salary. Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Addes gets $8500. Ex- 
penses are carefully watched by the execu- 
tive board, which functions like a corpora- 
tion’s board of directors. Funds are allo- 
cated to departments on a basis of need. The 
international’s payroll consists of 22 elected 
officers, 398 international representatives, 
including organizers, and a clerical staff of 
160. Wages range up to.$90 weekly with 
expenses ordinarily on a $15 per diem basis. 
The union now maintains an accounting 
staff of 11 besides 15 auditors who audit the 
books of locals upon request or at the in- 
stance of the board. The semi-annual union 
audits are’ prepared by an outside firm. 


Mine Workers’ Property 
Held by Executive Board. 


By contrast, little leaks out to the public 
about the finances of the AFL United Mine 
Workers, dominated by John L. Lewis. Its 
current surplus consists of $6,403,000 in 
cash and $7,097,000 in war bonds. It also 
will be concerned with the health and wel- 
fare fund, recently wrested from the Govern- 
ment on a royalty basis, which may aggre- 
gate $30,000,000 annually. The union, 
which pays Lewis $25,000 plus expenses, 
gets 90 cents per capita from,monthly dues 
from 525,000 members. This does not in- 
clude District 50, the ‘“‘catch all” division of 
the UMW. Membership and finances of Dis- 
trict 50 are a guarded secret. The miners 
get an annual financial report, which in- 
cludes the UMW payroll and an account of 
funds received from locals. Depositories 
handling union funds are not listed, by ad- 
vice of former Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes, lest foes tie up its funds. 

The union’s property, which includes its 
$440,000 Washington headquarters and its 
Springfield (Ill.) building, is held in the 
names of three executive officers, as legal 
trustees. The funds are held in the name 
of the executive board, half of whose mem- 
bers are Lewis appointees. Oil has been 
struck on some land bought for strike tent 
encampments. | 

Lewis’s policy is against participation in 
business save for “‘strategic’’ purposes—like 
the $700,000 investment in the Rocky 
Mountain Fuel Corp., as an entering wedge 
for unionism, and the $300,000 subsidization 
of Mine B, at Springfield, Ill., to thwart the 
rival Progressives. Nor does the union in- 
dulge in educational or recreational activities 
for its membership. 

Not much is published or known about 
the financial activities of the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians, bossed by James C. 
Petrillo. This union voted recently to place 
under control of its executive committee $2,- 
500,000 collected annually for the broad- 
casting of transcribed music. Petrillo, who 
reputedly gets $48,000 a year, spent $500,- 
000 of union funds in 1943 for free con- 
certs by leading symphony orchestras. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
is only now. recovering from the worst 
financial debacle in labor history. Under 
the regime of the late Warren S. Stone, who 
aspired to be a financial wizard, it built up 
a $145,000,000 empire. Starting with a co- 
operative bank it acquired a chain of banks 
throughout the country. It had millions in 
its pension and insurance departments. It 
owned skyscrapers, hotels, trust companies. 
At one time it controlled the Equitable 
Building in New York and through the Em- 
pire Trust Co. had its own “window in Wall 
street.” It even operated open shop coal 
mines—which ran afoul of John L. Lewis— 
and finally speculated disastrously in 50,000 
acres of Florida land. 


Brotherhood Debt 
Entirely Liquidated. 


, When chubby Alvanley Johnston became 
head of the brotherhood in 1927 it was $51,- 
000,000 in debt and had less than $8 in its 
treasury. A “‘loyal loan” assessment of $100 
per member was necessary to keep afloat. 

But on last’ Jan. 1 it had’ liquidated its in- 
debtedness, including obligations accruing 
from a busted bank, and now has more than 
$838,000 in its operating fund. Its non- 
profit insurance department has $49,000,000 
in life policies in force with a reserve of 
$19,000,000 including $966,000 in cash. 
Operating expenses, including Johnston's 
$20,000 salary, run about $500,000 a year. 
Its 80,000 members pay a $2 monthly per 
capita tax and 25 cents a year to a legis-. 
The only real estate salvaged 
from the wreck of the twenties is its Cleve-. 
land headquarters, another office building, 
and a residential hotel building. 

Alexander F. Whitney, sardonic 73-year- 
old president of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, bosses a big business from Cleve- 
land. “His union has a gross annual operat- 
ing income of about $1,302,000, derived 
from per capita dues of 50 cents a month 
from each of 217,000 members. It operates 
a non-profit insurance company which has 
in force $172,000,000 of life insurance. It

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Germany's New Leaders

Dubinsky Administers 
Elaborate Establishment. 


Whitney, whose trustees seldom, if ever, 
run counter to. his advice, said his financial 
policy was to avoid buying too many bonds 
of any one concern. He favors Government 
securities and occasionally invests in rail- 
road bonds. 

The story of David Dubinsky and his AFL 
International Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union is a saga in- itself. It zoomed from 
20,000 members in 1932 to 330,000, acceler- 
ated by the NRA and shorter hours. It is- 
sues a financial statement covering 12 
square feet, listing receipts and expenditures 
of its locals and boards throughout the 
country. The aggregate reserve fund is 
$18,500,000, of which $9,032,000 represents 
the international’s reserve. Annual payroll 
for a total staff of 1217 is $3,206,528. 

Dubinsky gets $13,000 a year, the union’s 
top salary. He heads an elaborate adminis- 
trative establishment in New York. Members 
pay a per capita of 15 cents a week from 
dues averaging 40. cents. Receipts last year 
for the entire union were $10,069,302, with 
disbursements of $6,906,939—leaving a tidy 
$3,162,342 surplus. 

The union administers a $13,000,000 
health and vacation fund contributed by em- 
ployers on a payroll percentage basis run- 
ning between 3%4 and 4% per cent. The 
cloakmakers, composed of older workers, 
have a saparate retirement fund on the same 
basis, paying $600 annually at age 65. It is 
administered by a board of three represent- 
ing the union, the public and the employers. 
The fund, which has reached $8,500,000 in 
three years, began operation last July 1. 

The garment workers, who pursue educa- 
tional, welfare and political activities, used 
to “bail out” manufacturers to keep them 
going and preserve jobs, advancing as much 
as $100,000. But Dubinsky told the Post- 
Dispatch that “expedient,” had not been re- 
sorted to.in eight years. Union-minded em- 
ployers have been loaned funds to open a 
plant to hire workers idle because of a 
strike at a competing factory. 

Dr. William Gomberg; industrial . engi- 
neer, heads a department which has aided 
in reorganizing plants in several cities, in- 
cluding St. Louis. The union—which made 
a small fortune several years ago when 
“Pins and Needles” made a hit on Broad- 
way—owns Unity House, a 1000-acre estate 
in the Pennsylvania Poconos.

Hoegner vigorously tackled the purge 
problem which his predecessor, Fritz Schaef- 
fer, had sorely neglected. Sixty denazifica- 
tion tribunals have heen set up in Bavaria 
to handle tens of thousands of major Nazi 
offenders, As to the opportunists, who 
merely contributed to the Nazi war chest 
without incurring criminal responsibility, 
Hoegner recently told a cheering audience 
what he proposed to do to them: “They’re 
used to paying through the nose—so we’ll 
keep them paying.” 

To say that Hoegner’s task is a thankless 
one would be an understatement. To many 
of his countrymen, especially the ever turbu- 
lent students, he is just an American ‘“‘Quis- 
ling,” who deserves to be umgelegt (slang 
for “‘assassinated”’) at the first opportunity. 
The. Premier’s position was not {mproved 
when his party, at the election last spring, 
was bested almost three to one by the reac- 
tionary Christian Social Union. 

As a result, Hoegner, on May 29, tendered 
his resignatiqn but General Walter: J. Mul- 
ler, the American Military Governor ‘of 
Bavaria, expressing full confidence in the 
Premier, asked him to stay on the job. 

Even in his own party, Hoegner has many 
enemies. <A convinced federalist—which in 
Germany means a champion of states’ rights 
—he fathered the draft of a new Bayarian 
Constitution which North German Social- 
Democrats have termed “separatist.” Hoeg- 
ner himself disclaims any secessionist tend- 
encies, but he makes no’ bones about his 
dislike for Berlin and all it has stood for. 

WILHELM PIECK — Although he: holds 
no office, Wilhelm Pieck is bossa in the 
Soviet zone. As chairman of the Commu- 
nist-controlled ‘Socialist Unity Party,” he 
wields more power than any state président 
or prime minister in that zone.

What the Rev. Mr. Schiele is doing in 
Batavia, Ill, about church weddings 
may be a subject for humor ‘and ridicule 
by the press, but he has a sympathetic 
following both among other members 
of the clergy and among authorities on

The attitude reflected in your news 
articles and the editorial of Sept. 9 is 
the typical presumption of the secular 
world as it seeks to pull the levels of 
church order and conduct down to its 
own whims and fancies. (The editorial 
said that Mr. Schiele’s ban on the 
groom's kissing the bride at the altar 
is not likely to be very successful.—Edi- 
tor’s note.) The Rev. Mr. Schiele is 
simply trying to preserve the sanctity 
of the church and its ceremonies, a 
worthy position which surely deserves 
the support of responsible journalism. 

We feel that if a bridal couple fails 
+o appreciate this religious motive, then 
they should not ask the church to per- 
form and bless their marriage, but be 
true to their secular profession by re- 
questing the services of some secular of- 
ficial, When the marriage is performed 
in the church sanctuary, certainly those 
few prayerful. moments before the altar 
will be more meaningful to the bride 
and groom if appropriate religious music 
is used rather than the sentimental 
strains of some piece of popular music, 
reminiscent of the dance floor. 

How often do not people within and 
without the church bewail our sickening 
divorce rate?

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Where Our Sheriff Sits 
The Sheriff of St. Louis—a notorious product 

of the underworld—is sitting right in the middle 
of a big-time struggle between the Capone mob 
of Cicero and Chicago and gangsters of St. Louis 
and East Louis. John F. Dougherty’s the name. 
He holds an official post in the Civil Courts 
building as a law enforcement officer, yet Post- 
Dispatch investigation has linked him definitely 
both with the St. Louis Egan gang and the re- 
vived band of hoodlums once bossed by the in- 
famous Al Capone. 

Before he died a month ago, after being 
shot by gunmen, James M. Ragen, racing news 
ezar of Chicago, named “Johnny” Dougherty, 
affectionately known as “the Judge” by his 
gangster pals, as the head of a “St. Louis 
crowd” that was in close contact with the Ca- 
pone mob, The Capone-ites are now muscling 
in on local gambling rackets. As the Post- 
Dispatch has told, they have succeeded in “cut- 
ting themselves in” on East St. Louis gambling 
profits. Now, through local gangsters, they want 
a cut from “Gully” Owen and “Bev” Brown, St. 
Louis racing wire heads. 

Such activity in the underworld is usually the 
prelude to the roar of tommy guns and the kind 
of warfare that the Middle West knew in the 
1920s as rival gangs sought control of the liquor 
racket. It can happen again and, in fact, the 
stage is all set for it right now. Who is setting 
the stage? What role is “Judge” Dougherty play- 


ing in the rivalry between two desperate groups . 


of gangsters, gamblers and gunmen for the rich 
profits of the metropolitan gambling racket? 
What did Willie Heeney, former “Public En- 
emy No. 7,” and now a leader of the Capone 
mob, talk over with “Judge” Dougherty when 
the two men met in St. Louis about three weeks 
ago? Did Heeney ask Dougherty to put the heat 
on Gully Owen? Or was he merely returning a 
courtesy call on “the Judge,” who has often been 
seen in Cicero joints frequented by Capone mob- 
sters? It is an old alliance—this one between 
the Sheriff and his Cicero friends. Three years 
ago, in court testimony, Willie Bioff, the no- 
torious labor racketeer, named Dougherty as the 
Capone gang’s St. Louis “contact man.” 
_ Trigger-happy local gangsters are following 
the movements of “Judge” Dougherty and the 
Capone outfit with growing surliness. Though 


local gamblers are also ambitious to extend their - 


domain—as witness their invasion of New Al- 
bany, Ind., just across the Ohio from Louisville 
—they don’t want to share their own field with 
anyone else. 

In East St. Louis, where there has been for 
years a close link between police and city offi- 
cials and the underworld, open warfare may find 
the police shooting in defense of local gamblers, 
who are contributing this year, as usual, about 
75 per cent of the campaign funds of both par- 
ties. An example of the cosy relationship be- 
tween East St. Louis police and the gamblers 
was revealed by the Post-Dispatch Friday. It 
was shown, in story and in a remarkable pho- 
tograph, how Police Inspector Robert Sweeney 
personally guards the. transfer of funds from an 
East St. Louis bank to Vic Doyle’s Ringside gam- 
bling joint. 

If this community is to be spared a repetition 
of the bloody war between the Egan and Ho- 
gan gangs of some 20 years ago; indeed, if it is to 
to be spared what promises to be an even more 
lethal spectacle, all available law enforcement 
agencies, especially the efficient and relentless 


_FBI, are going to have to be on emergency alert. 


Meantime, St. Louis-can contemplate grimly 
the fact that “Judge” Dougherty, who filled his 
staff with police characters as soon as he took

The American Veterans’ Committee recently 
wrote President Truman urging that he give at- 
tention to the “quota system” under which mi- 
nority groups are restricted in admission to some 
colleges. The President replied that he would 
“spare no effort” to find a solution, and went on 
to make this excellent statement on “the broader 
problem of intolerance which this discrimination 
symbolizes”: 


We have only recently completed a long 
and bitter war against intolerance and ha- 
tred in other lands. A cruel price in blood 
and suffering was paid by the American 
people in bringing that war to a successful 
conclusion. Yet in this country today there 
exists disturbing evidence of intolerance 
and prejudice similar in kind, though per- 
haps not in degree, to that against which we 
fought in the war. 

Discrimination, like a disease, must be 
attacked wherever it appears. This applies 
to the opportunity to vote, to hold and re- 
tain a job, and to secure adequate shelter 
and medical care no less than to gain an 
education compatible with the needs and 
ability of the individual. 


This is the kind of statement and kind of 
leadership the country should expect from its 
President.

Whose Budget Bureau? 
Snyder wants to get the budget back into 
the Treasury. . .. My prediction is that 

Snyder and Gardner (Under Secretary O. 

Max) between them will take over the budget 

lock, stock and barrel. 

It is ironic that the suspicion comes from 
Harold Ickes, who was as acquisitive a bureau- 
crat as ever was, albeit a very useful one. Nev- 
ertheless, there is room for both his prediction 
and his disquiet over it. 

Paul H. Appleby, the Assistant Director wham 
the excellent Harold D. Smith proposed for ap- 
pointment as Director of the Budget Bureau to 
take his place, was passed over. James E. Webb, 


with “no experibice or training in responsible 


budgetary duties” but a “protege” of Gardner's, 
was appointed. So Webb is not likely to resist 
efforts to put the budget under his benefactor. 
Mr. Snyder is not a budget expert nor is Mr. 
Gardner. Even if they were, the budget, as the 
supervisor of management standards throughout 
the Government, should remain independent. 
Its excellent staff built up under Smith has 
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given both Government departments and the 
President invaluable counsel on ptoposed activ- 
ities. If it were made subordinate to any lesser 


official, the President would have to create some 


other watchdog in its stead. Budgeting is very 
different from collecting revenue, and to mix 
them up can only cause waste and inefficiency. 
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Uneasy Lies the Head 

The two great wars had broad aspects of pop- 
ular revolution. A correspondent’s score on Eu- 
ropean monarchs reaffirms it. Whereas there 
were only three European republics in 1914, 
Russia, Germany, Austria and Turkey joined the 
list during and after the war, and other repub- 
lics, including Czechoslovakia and Poland, were 
created. In conséquence of World War II, Al- 
bania, Yugoslavia, Italy and Bulgaria have 
ousted their monarchs. The King of the Bel- 
gians is exiled. Hungary is a regentless regency. 

Very few European monarchs — George of 
England, Christian of Denmark, Gustav of 
Sweden and possibly Haakon of Norway and 
Wilhelmina of the Netherlands — sit secure. 
These five countries are advanced democracies. 
Their monarchs are much more rallying points 
for national spirit than wielders of any sub- 
stantial power on their own part. 

George and Christian have proved great pa- 
triots; all of them attune their wills to the will 
of their people. They are a far, far cry from the 
John whose powers were trimmed by Magna 
Carta, from the Louis who said he was the 
state, even from the constitutional George who 
lost the American colonies. Revolution has 
moved far indeed, in the Kings who survive as 
in the Kings who did not. 

To be sure, revolution has moved sometimes 
blunderingly, (and it has suffered setbacks. 
George Glucksberg, with some outside aid, will 
soon be back on Greece’s throne. Mihai of 
Romania makes as useful a puppet for Russia 
as he was for Germany. In large parts of Eu- 
rope, most of all in Russia, the absolute mon- 
arch has given way to the dictator. 
Germany had Hitler and Italy Mussolini; Spain 
has Franco and New World Argentina has 
Peron. 

Yet if absolute monarchy shall pass, so too, 
in the patient passage of years, shall these. The 
free spirit of man gropes forward. Let us only 
hope that his epic passage may henceforth pro- 
ceed without the periodical blood bath.

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Guernica Rises Again 

Guernica, the first town in Europe to suffer 
the horror of obliteration bombing, is today, 
according to the London Daily Telegraph, almost 
entirely rebuilt—in brick and stone. The re- 
building of its spirit, as a historic shrine of 
freedom, must await a happier time. 

When Goering’s flyers had finished with the 


little town on that ghastly day of April 24, 1937,. . 


scarcely a building was left standing. It seemed 
as though, like Lidice of equally hideous mem- 
ory a few years-later, the ancient capital of Bis- 
caya had become nothing more than a grim, 
heart-breaking ruin, where once had stood a 
sanctuary of liberty. 

But in 1940 reconstruction started. The cen- 
ter of the town, the main street, the square, 
the school, civic buildings and a number of 
dwelling houses are already finished. Guernica 
is once again a thriving little market town in 
the center of the rich Biscayan farmlands. 


And the sacred oak tree of Guernica? That 
was the tree under whose branches from time 
immemorial, and even by the records as early 
as 870 A.D., the free men of Biscaya assembled. 
There, also, as early as 1371, the Kings of Cas- 
tile had perforce to come to swear an oath to 
uphold the liberties of the freest people of 
Europe. The original tree died long ago of old 
age, but the tree’s son, surviving the bombing, 
flourishes still, living symbol of a love for lib- 
erty which no oppressor’s hand—no, not even 
the unspeakable Franco’s—can quench.

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The Growth of Light Opera 


When on a bright June day in 10919 the late 
Mayor Henry Kiel and a few other public spirited 
citizens stood on a hill in the middle of Forest 
Park and looked down on what was to become 
the amphitheater of the St. Louis Municipal Op- 
era, they could not have realized just how impor- 
tant their new project was to become. 

The Municipal Theater Association reports this 
year an attendance of nearly 900,000—largest in 
history, and enough to bring the total attend- 
ance for the past 28 seasons to more than 16,- 
000,000. Municipal Opera this year paid its own 
way, including the salaries of a staff of nearly 
500 persons. The $134,079 advanced by the sea- 
son’s guarantors was repaid in full. 

The Municipal Theater has become a sort of 
shrine from whose altar the novices of other 
cities have taken fire. Each summer in Over- 
ton Park at Memphis, the Iriquois Amphitheater 
in Louisville, the Greek Theater in Los Angeles 
—in Dallas, Kansas City, Indianapolis, Pitts- 
burgh and other cities—the curtain rises on light 
opera performances patterned after those of St. 
Louis. 

Millions each year are lifted out of the dreary 
flatness of the American Gothic and injected 
with a trace of the gemuetlichkeit of Salzburg or 
Vienna.

Trio of Art Studies 


20 YEARS EVERGOOD, edited by Herman 8aron. 
(Simon & Schuster, New York.) 

GEORGE INNESS, AN AMERICAN LANDSCAPE 
PAINTER, 1825-1894, by Elizabeth ‘McCausland. 
(American Artists Group, Inc., New York.) 

CANADIAN PAINTERS, edited by D. W. Buchanan. 
(Phaidon Press, London.) 

With the easing of paper shortages, pub- 
lishers have issued a plethora of books 
about artists. The volumes are capricious- 
ly edited for the most part, and extrava- 
gant in their use of paper for insignificant 
purposes. The three listed here are excep- 
tions in that they concern artists of some 
consequence today. 

Despite arbitrary textual arrangement 
and unorthodox punctuation, the most in- 
teresting of the three is the 20-year survey 
of the work of Philip Evergood, 44-year-old 
self-proclaimed social painter. It is a use- 
ful integration of his life and work to date. 
for the biographical outline and the dating 
of pictures affords understanding of his de- 
velopment, Of 90 plates, however, only two 
are tn color, in spite of the artist’s fame 
as a colorist. 

* * » 

Mr. Evergood has been president of the 
Artists’ Union CIO, supervisor ofea New 
York WPA art project, a worker for the 
re-election of Franklin Roosevelt and a 
champion of the underprivileged. He paints 
police brutality at riots, poverty, mine dis- 
asters, crowded street scenes and beaches, 
dance marathons and even the refined de- 
cay of an impoverished woman of pioneer 
family. The man’s vigorous social mes- 
sages and his varied ways of uttering them 
will make difficult the popular indoor mu- 
seum sport’of pigeon-holing as to periods 
and styles. 

More valuable than the critics’ extended 
remarks in the book is the artist’s own brief 
statement: “I feel that ... the more the 
artist contacts the inner qualities of people 
the more he will understand life and where 
he fits into it. The more mature he gets in 
his relationships to other human beings the 
more vital will be what he says in paint or 
stone. Thoughts like these are very much

Elizabeth McCausland, author of the sec- 
ond volume, was on the staff of the Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican before she ac- 
cepted a recent Guggenheim fellowship to 
study the status of the artist in America. 
Her scholarly and critical work on George 
Innes, a major American landscapist of the 
last century, deserves the much abused 
judgment of being a truly definitive study. 
The 46 illustrations show the artist’s devel- 
opment, and the biography and comment 
are aware simultaneously of social and 
esthetic influences on the subject, whose 
work is being re-evaluated today. 

The British book listed above introduces 
to a larger public a group of painters whose 
works, mostly, have been only locally 
known. Some of the art represented 
display a strength and a genuine feeling 
for the scenes they paint. Perhaps the most 
notable is J. E. H. MacDonald, His “Gleams 
on the Hills,” reproduced in color, is worth 
the price of the book. Of special interest is 
the story of the “group of seven,” appar- 
ently the first self-conscious regional art 
group in Canada.

Valuable Lincoln Books 


LINCOLN AND THE SOUTH, by J. G6. Randall. 
(Louisiana State University Press, Baton Rouge, La.) 


A SMELF OF LINCOLN BOOKS, by Paul M. Angle. 
(Rutgers University Press, New Brunswick, N. J.) 
It is not often that reading comes along 

in the field of American history as genuine- 

ly rewarding as that in the 160 pages which 
present J. G. Randall’s Fleming lectures on 

Southern history at Louisiana State Univer- 

sity. The theme is the important one of re- 

lationships between Lincoln and the South, 

To it the author of the new two-volume 

work, “Lincoln the President,” brings the 

knowledge of a career in the study of his 
subject at the University of Illinois. 

Although Lincoln left his Southern birth 
state of Kentucky at the age of seven and 
never again resided in a Southern state, 
Southern influences were around him wher- 
They were already in the 
woods of Southern Indiana when Thomas 
Lincoln took his family and hogs across 
the Ohio. The speech of the South and no 
little of its outlook were common at New 
Salem; the founders of that log cabin set- 
tlement on the Sangamon bluffs were na- 
tives of South Carolina and Georgia. At 
Springfield, men of Virginia and Tennessee 
were the young legislator’s associates, 

. * . 

The Southern attachments grew rather 
‘than diminished with the years, All of 
Lincoln’s Springfield law partners were na- 
tives of Kentucky. He married a vivaci- 
ous, popular belle from Lexington, capital 
of the Bluegrass. He drew heavily from 
the political thinking of Henry Clay. His 
1860 convention leader was David Davis, 
born in Maryland. His first choice in 1861 
for command of the Union army was Lee. 

As President, he sought first of all to 
preserve the Union. He thought conflict 
was unnecessary and took hope that time 
would ease passions. To call him an aboli- 
tionist is to misuse the term. His Emanci- 
pation Proclamation was a war measure; 
he intended that slaveholders be paid for 
granting freedom: Hig plan of reconstruc- 
tion was generous and sympathetic. Almost 
as if he knew he would not speak again, 
he pled for humane treatment of the South 
in his last speech. Had he lived, Lincoln 
would have been condemned in the North 
as was poor Andrew Johnson. 

* * * 

Prof. Randall’s valuable study is too re- 
cent to be cited, but it is precisely the sort 
which the director of the Chicago Histori- 
cal Society has selected for his “shelf of 
Lincoln books.” Sorting through the vast 
Lincoln literature, he nominates 81 works 
of biography, speeches and special studies. 
About each he writes an appraisal that re- 
flects his own broad learning in the field. 

Mr, Angle, who is quick to point out good 
writing in others, produces this in his ex- 
cellent introduction: “As I write I look over 
Michigan Avenue to Grant Park, and be- 
yond it, Lake Michigan. From the avenue 
come the muffled roar of automobile en- 
gines and the swish of tires; beyond it a 
suburban train is passing; on the lake a 
regatta is in progress. But I can look down 
from my window and blot out one of the 
world’s most famous streets and the park 
that lies beyond it... . I can see the old 
lake shore, with the lake itself lying as 
still as glass on a sultry August morning. 
I watch a straggling procession moving 
south along the beach—some Indians on 
horseback, a company of soldiers, women 
and children in wagons at the rear. And 
I know that only. a mile or so farther on 
death will*come to most of them in the 
Fort Dearborn Massacre. My view, absorb- 
ing as it is today, takes on another dimen- 
sion from the past.” Seldom is the case 
for knowledge of history in everyday life 
maitie so well!

Liberal Who Quit Post Under Tito 


People Afraid to Talk, Opposition Press Sup- 
pressed Despite Guarantees Under a Lib- 


eral Constitution, He Asserts—OZNA the 
Agency Which Routs Out Opponents.

I 


T is not my intention to muddy the waters between the United 
States and Yugoslavia. On the contrary, I am writing because I 
wish this country to exert its influence in favor of the democratic- 


minded peoples of Yugoslavia who have endured enormous sacrifices 


in their battle for freedom. 

In this battle they were greatly 
encouraged by the people of Amer- 
ica and their great President 
Roosevelt, whose name is cher- 
ished today throughout Yugo- 
siavia. The people of Yugoslavia 
are deeply indebted to the United 


States for the unlimited help 
which was given to the Partisans 
during the war. And after the war 
American relief saved Yugoslavia 
from famine and despair. 

In writing this article I hope to 
show that the peoples of Yugo- 
slavia have nothing in common 
with the aggressive policy of the 
Tito government. To understand 
this policy, it is important to know 
the role which the Communist 
party plays in that government. 

I first noticed in Dalmatia, and 
later in the whole of Yugoslavia, 
how true it is that political power 
does not rest with the people’s 
elected representatives, but with 
the Political Bureau of the Com- 
munist party and OZNA, the se- 
cret police. Of course, the Com- 
munists everywhere seek to con- 
ceal this fact by the use of slo- 
gans — “people,” “democracy,” 
“federalism” or “republic”—which 
cover everything, even’the secret 
police. 

“Big Seven” Real Power. 


The real power in the country | 


is the “Big Seven,” all members 
of the CP: Josip Broz Tito, Ed- 
ward Kardelj, Mosha Pijade, Milo- 


OZNA is organized into several 
sections, for the control of the 
citizens, the army, residents 
abroad, foreigners and state em- 
ployes and officials, including CP 
members. It guards the citizens’ 
soul and body. It not only liqui- 
dates the enemy, it also converts 
recalcitrants through “spiritual 
exercises.” These persons are kid- 
naped, but well treated and 
coached by a commissar to make 
them useful tools of the regime. 
They are indcctrinated with the 
belief that only one idea, the par- 
ty’s idea, is right. OZNA has on 
file data on its victims’ friends, 
literary and artistic tastes, sex 
life, etc. ; 

After the “liberation” of Yugo- 
slavia, OZNA arrested large num- 
bers of people in every village and 
town. After three weeks of such 
“liberation,” Zagreb’s jails held 
70,000 prisoners, and this in a 
town believed strongly pro-Parti- 
fsan. I know from personal ob- 


servation that many of those 

arrested were indeed democrats, 

while Fascists were going free. 
They Know All the Tricks. 


OZNA’S personnel includes some 


wan Gjilas, Sreten Zujevic-Crni, 
Aleksander Rankovic and Boris 
Kidric, Tito is still a great mys- 
tery to most Yugoslavs. Party 
propaganda has failed, so far, to 
build him up as the son of the 
people, His embroidered uniform 
and golden stars do not impress 
the peasants of Serbia and Cro- 
atia. He is too scientifically po- 
litical for the peoples of Yugo- 
slavia, accustomed to the caustic 
silence of the Serbian conserva- 
tive, Nicola Pasic, or the flowery 
speech of the Croatian revolu- 
tionary, Stephan Radic. 

In addition to the “Big Seven,” 
there is a whole army of .Com- 
munist first, second and third- 
class “guides.” The first class in- 
cludes the prime ministers of the 
six federal republics. Neverthe- 
less, as party brain-trusters have 
recognized, the Communist party 
does not have as yet enough 
cadres, enough capable men, for 
key positions. Hence the com- 
munization of the country has 
been relatively slow. The lack of 


skilled administrators appears in 
the amateurish mismanagement 
of some of the new state enter- 


prises. ... 
Liberal Constitution. 


Yugoslavia’s new constitution is 
a model of liberalism, Sovereignty 
resides in the will of the people 
and is theoretically vested in the 
Presidium, consisting of a presi- 
dent, six vice presidents—one for 
each constituent republic—and 30 
members. Dr. Ivan Ribar, the 
democratic leader, is still the fic- 
titious head, but the real boss is 
Mosha Pijade, the Communist 
brain-truster. 

There are, of course, paper 
guarantees of freedom of speech, 
assembly and religion. But in fact, 
the people are afraid to talk. No 
opposition press exists. In the 
pre-election period an opposition 
paper, Democratija, published by 
Milan Grol, was temporarily per- 
mitted to appear, but when it 
became popular it was suppressed. 
The same happened to Novostj, 
published by Dragoljub Jovano- 
vic, and to Glas Naroda, published 
by Marija Radic, Stephan Radic’s 
widow. ... 

Local administration is main- 
tained through the People’s Coun- 
cil or “Vijece.” It is patterned on 
the Soviet model. The CP’s local, 
district or regional secretaries are 
usually the secretaries of the Peo 
ple’s Councils. The idea is to give 
“unity” to the power of the state. 
If a council fails in carrying out 
superior orders, it is arbitrarily 


dissolved and Communist control | 


is instituted. Its chief function 
is to see to it that the people 
think what the government wants 
them to think. If the people are 
adamant, pressure is brought to 
bear and they have difficulty in 
getting ration cards, food and 
other things, or they find them- 
selves in jail. 

Each council, by the way, has 
its “denunciation” office, which 
issues a “karakteristike,” a secret 
report on every citizen within its 
territory. If anyone moves else- 
where, the report is sent on. If 
the report is unfavorable, the per- 
son concerned has no hope of get- 
ting a state job, which usually 
m unemployment, as most 
jobs are now given by the state. 
The victim of this modern “lettre 
de cachet” never has a chance to 
know the charge against him or 
to defend himself... . 

Secret Police Active. 

Much of this work, in addition 
to what is done by the CP, is per- 
formed by OZNA, the Department 
for the Defense of the People. It 
was © by the Russians 
and is patterned on the NKVD, 
the Soviet secret police. . 


very important intellectuals of the 


CP, As old revolutionaries and 
former victims of the reactionary 
police, they know al? the tricks 
of the trade. ... 

OZNA victims have told me that 
they are not always beaten or tor- 
tured. They are sometimes mere- 
ly forced to spend the night before 
an examination standing up, so 
that by morning they are suffi- 
ciently exhausted to confess. 
Those convicted are not executed, 
but kept in secret camps, without 
being permitted to communicate 
with their families. ... 

As individuals, Tito and other 
responsible government officials 
are weak compared with OZNA. 
Dr. Viadimir Bakaric, the Croatian 
premier, a Communist, was sev- 
eral times ready to resign in pro- 
test against the OZNA terror. 
Every time he was threatened with 
a “rest” in the Crimea. He is ab- 
solutely powerless to stop OZNA’s 
arbitrary purges. 

As OZNA is the greatest power 
in the country, Yugoslav justice is 
merely an instrument to enforce 
the Government’s will. Judges are 
mainly men who have not studied 
law but are trusted by the party. 
This “popular justice” is largely 
used to strip the moneyed classes 
of their property and provide the 
state with funds without having 
to resort to an open and complete 
capital levy. 

Party Members Prosper. 


The party members have every- 
thing. They alone get enough to 
eat and adequate clothing. They 
are well housed, Tito inhabits the 
King’s palace, Kardelj the old 
Stoyadinovich villa, and s0 on. 
When I was entertained by state 
and party functionaries during my 
trips I always had plenty of food. 
On going back to my friends, I 
sometimes found they had been 
without food for days. 

The result of this reign of ter- 
ror is that all those who do not 
belong to the “liberation front” 
are considered “reactionaries,” 
“Fascists,” etc. And the non-Com- 
munist members of Tito’s govern- 
ment soon found out that they 
had been cheated. They discovered 
that the objective of the Com- 
munists was not only liberation but 
also bolshevization. The patriotic 
and democratic objectives of the 
war period were clever devices to 
win the people’s support, while in 
reality the Communists sought 
exclusive control inside Yugoslavia 
to make her a satellite of Russia. 

The democratic leaders soon 


operation with the Communists on 
an equal basis. They were in the 
uncomfortable position of not be- 
ing trusted by the Communists 
within and also being opposed by 
the genuine reactionaries outside 
the government. They feel as if 
their bands have been tied by the 
Communists, their feet by the re- 
actionaries, and they lie on the 
ground like immovable corpses, 
Non-Communists Depart. 

The first to leave the country 
was Dr. Viatko Macek, the peas- 
ant leader, saying: “I’m a Slav, 
but not a Communist.” He is in 
exile in Paris. The first to leave 
the government was Milan Grol, 
the leader of the Serbian Demo- 
cratic party. ... Grol was de- 
nounced by Milovan Giilas, the 
party’s voice, as German by birth, 
French by style and British by 
political action — an agent of 
Anglo-American fascist and inter- 
national reaction. 

Then came the resignation of 
Dr. Ivan Subasic, the Foreign 
Minister, who had been arrested 
by OZNA and held incommuni- 
cado, The papers publighed Tito’s 
reply, but not Subasic’s letter of 
resignation. 

Sava Kosanovic was sent as 
ambassador to the United States. 
The few other non-Communists 
who remain, like Monsignor Rittig 
or Dr. Josip Smodlaka, have lost 
their following among the people.

wonder whether these nations can 
ever disentangle themselves. The 
experts see little. prospect in the 
next 10 years. 

There are four parts to the Rus- 
sian program in Finland, Romania 
and Hungary, which sends large 
chunks of what those nations pro- 
duce east to rebuild Russia: 

1. Reparations or bills for war 
damage. 

2. Restitution or return for the 
loot taken by Axis troops. 

3. Food, clothes and housing 
for Russian troops still stationed 
in the nations, 

4. Trade treaties which spell 
out the goods the nations prom- 
ise to ship to Russia annually 
in trade. In return for these, 
Russia ships back like amounts. 

No Reports by Russia, 

Russia is asking Finland, Ro- 
mania, and Hungary for $300,000,- 
000 each in reparations and Italy 
for $100,000,000. There is no exact 
knowledge on the effect of these 
Russian demands on Finland, Ro- 
mania and Hungary. There are 
no reports on what they're pro- 
ducing, and Russia has refused 
to make reports on either the 
“restitution” account or the cost 
of occupation troops. 

But there is suspicion here that 
the demands are (1) drastically 
reducing living standards and (2) 
may make it impossible for the 
nations to buy or sell outside the 
Russian. orbit for 10 years. ? 

The only figures that can be 
compared, even vaguely, are the 
balance between Russia's demands 
and the last peace-time production 
of the nations. . 

Romanian Example. 

Take Romania as an example: 

Russia asks for $300,000,000 
reparations and European trade 
experts report it ie taking another 

300,000,000 as restitution. Total 
$600,000,00C. 
In 1988 Romania exported $230,- 
260,000—presumably the amount of 
goods turned out above its own 
needs and the margin it might be 
able to apply to its Russian bill. 
At that rate it would take all its 
margin for almost three years to 
pay the Russians. But its industry 
is at a postwar limp. It might 
take twice as long. Russia recog- 
nizes that and hag specified eight 
years to pa Since Romania 
couldn’t sell elsewhere, it couldn't 
build up credit to buy elsewhere.

HE newspaper with the largest circulation in Austria, and the 
biggest circulation a Vienna daily has ever had, is an American- 


paper, the Wiener Kurier. Its 


300,000 copies are sold out every day, and probably read by five times 


as many Austrians. 


There are two other American-sponsored dailies 


in Austria, the Upper Austrian Nachrichten of Linz and the Salz- 


burger Nachrichten. 

These are the only non-party, | 
completely independent news- 
papers that this country has 
known in many years, and they 
are the most spontaneous and em- 


phatic -journalistic successes in 
modern Austria's history. This is 
to say that in one year the Aus- 
trian public has given an aston- 
ishing approval to a “free press, 
American model.” ~- 


In these three papers a majority 
of Austrians have been exposed 
for the first time in their lives to 
a definitely independent and ex- 
ceptionally objective presentation 
of the news, and the readers like 
it. Only the paper shortage keeps 
them from wuying tens of thou- 
sands of additional copies daily. 

The party leaders of Austria, 
however, are accustomed to each 
political group grinding its own 
special ax in its own special daily, 
so the party bosses are bending 
every effort to strangle what they 
describe as “the so-called” inde- 
pendent press, 

Small Group Leading Fight. 

This means that the fight for a 
truly free Austrian press is being 
led here by a very small body of 
Americans, newspaper men and 
officers. They belong to a succes- 
sor to OWI and Psychological 
Warfare—the Information Services 
Branch of USFA, now directed by 
Col. Lawrence K. Ladue, 

IsB also handles the three 
American-controlled radio stations 
in Austria, news photos, certain 
motion picture activities and a 
free agency service to the entire 
Austrian press, What ISB is doing 
is to try to implant into Austrian 
journalism and radio programs 
the best standards of American 
journalism and free sneech. To Me 
the results are little short of 
amazing. 

The record of the American- 
founded Wiener Kurier is enough 
to goggle the eyes of American 
publishers. Its circulation _ tops 
that of all other Austrian dailies 
by a cozy margin. In 12 months 
the Kurier has netted a profit of 
nearly $500,000. Since the Kurier 
is the property of VU. 8. Forces 
Austria, this is probably one of 
the most profitable non-military 
ventures our Armv has ever made. 
The fact is that the Army hasn't 
yet figured out just how it is go- 
ing to spend this constantly swell- 
ing asset. It has been construc- 
tively suggested that some of the 
Kurier’s profits might well be 
used as scholarships to educate 
and train youne Austrians in 
American journalism. 

Where Profits Come From. 

Where do these handsome prof- 
its come. from? _ All of postwar 
Austria's newspapers are gold 
mines. This is so because classi- 
fied ads are the chief means of 
existence or barter for hundreds 
of thousands of Austrians. People 
are short of everything. They 
have to advertise in the papers 
to get rooms, neckties, coats, 
sheets, second - hand bicycles, 
knives and forks — almost any- 
thing you use automatically in 
your home. 

The popular demand for classi- 
fied ad space is simply fantastic. 
Most dailies, for instance, Carry 
no display advertisements what- 
ever — they have no room for 
them, and don’t need them. The 


‘start the 


placers several blocks long lines 
up at the Kurier’s plant by 7 a.m. 

The United States - sponsored 
Salzburger Nachrichten is another 
impressive example. Although 
publishing in the small town of 
Salzburg this daily, so I am in- 
formed, has paid some $200,000 in 
corporation and other taxes, has 
distributed very ample profits, and 
still has cash assets of 600,000 
schillings. 

The American founders did not 
want their Salzburg daily to de- 
velop into a monetary power for 
a few Austrian individuals. Why 
not Jet the Nachrichten operate to 
the benefit of the community? 
they asked. So 50 per cent of the 
paper’s profits are divided be- 
tween the city and Salzburg 
province; 25 per cent are used for 
plant improvements, and the 
final 25 per cent of profits are 
paid out as bonuses to the entire 
staff. In addition, people in the 
Salzburg region are getting non- 
party, independent news — thanks 
to the far-sightedness of a few 
Americans. 

Circulation Didn’t Drop. 


In Linz and Salzburg. the 
American-launched dailies were 
the first licensed after liberation. 
Then the old-fashioned party- 
bound papers started up, and the 
4mericans expected their “babies” 
would lose about half of their cir~ 
culation. They waited for their 
circulation to drop, but it never 
happened. 


The Austrian public had found 
far less propaganda in the United 
States-sponsored press than in any 
other, and the straightest news 
they had ever read. Today the 
Upper-Austrian Nachrichten at 
Linz has a circulation of 200,000. 
The party bosses keep gunning 
for these American-style Austrian 
newspapers, but they can’t talk 
the people out of reading them. 

Why ‘are the “Americanized” 
Austrian papers different? Ted 
Kaghan, formerly of the New 
York Htrald Tribune, is the edi- 
tor of the Wiener Kurier. Except 
for his secretary, Kaghan is the 
only American on the paper, with 
an editorial staff of 15 and a 
business and circulation person- 
nel of 150 other Austrians. 


The Americans started by throw- 
ing out the “fancy essays” of pre- 
war Austrian journalism. They 
taught Austrian sub-editors to pre- 
pare and present straight news 
dispatches without editorializing 
paragraphs and clauses. From the 
U.S-sponsored dailies 
played up world news, and placed 
a greater emphasis on local Aus- 
trian news. 

Print Special] Supplements. 

About the only “propaganda” 
article these papers carry is a 
daily feature which explains dif- 
ferent developments in the United 
States—if that kind of factual in- 
formaation can be called propa- 
ganda. The Wiener Kurier also 
inaugurated, beside its regular 
eight-page news editions, a special 
Saturday supplement of eight 
pages in the style familiar to all 


‘Americans. This has likewise be- 


come a great success, copied by 
some other Vienna dailies. 

What is most remarkable is the 
fact that a tiny group of seriously 
over-worked Americans in the ISB 
have somehow produced such bril- 
liantly impressive results.

Recovering Dead From 

- Asiatic Graves . Risky 
Task and Is Costing 
U, S. $300,000,000.

BATAVIA, Java, Sept. 14 — 
“Sometimes the American people 
get some crazy ideas,” said the 


young soldier somberly. “This 
business of digging up bodies and 
carrying them home is about the 
most senseless notion they have 
ever had.” 

This G.I. is a member of a team 
of graves registration officers and 
men who are combing the 7000- 
mile half-circle from Tibet through 
Assam, Burma, Indo-China, Siam, 
Sumatra, Java, the Celebes and 
the lesser Sunda islands to Timor 
for the bodies of fallen Americans. 

Like every other team member, 
from the chaplain down to the 
mechanic of their war-weary C-47 
plane, this G.I. does his job rever- 
ently and conscientiously, but he 
speaks for all members of the 
team when he says: 

“We do this digging up, rebury- 
ing and digging up again only be- 
cause a majority of the next of 
kin of our dead think the bodies 
should be brought home again. 
There are supposed to be about 
four who want them shipped back 
to one who wants them to remain 
where they are. 

“We know that almost every 
soldiér wanted to lie near where 
he fell. These relatives, however, 
are simply overruling their dead 
and insisting on their coming 
home. It is disrespectful to the 
dead, costly, and completely inap- 
propriate. In the next war, every 
soldier ought to be allowed to 
state his preference, and his wish 
to lie in peace ought to be recog- 
Hiized”’ 

Lie Where They Fell. 

British and Dutch whose sons 
died far from home have decided 
that it is more fitting for the 
bodies to lie in the soil for which 
they died. The dead are assembled 
locally in order that cemeteries 
may receive them. Those bodies 
that are broken din death are 
spared the whole grisly business 
of being dug up, reburied and dug 
up again, to travel] by plane, ship 
and train back to their homes. 

Among Americans soon to be- 
gin the long journey homeward 
are 11 B-24 crew members who 
have been found on Balikpapan. 
These 11 unidentified bodies are 
headless, having been decapitated 
when the flyers were taken pris- 
oner by the Japanese. They are 
being dug up from their common 
heroes’ grave and flown to Java. 

TRere they will wait several 
weeks in rubber burial bags; then 
flown by stages about 3000 miles 
more to Calcutta. American cof- 
fins are being shipped there. 
About a year hence, liberty ships 
painted white, with a capacity of 
6600 “passengers” in banks of cof- 
fins, will go to Calcutta—as to 
Manila, Antwerp and probably 
Naples—to carry the bodies home. 

The bodies, separated from their 
fallen comrades, will reach home 
some time in 1948. In most cases, 
the return will only reopen griefs 
already partly healed by time. 

The G.I. team memberesaid: “It 
is costing $300,000,000 to carry out 
this program. Nobody would mind 
the expense if we were doing the 
right thing.” 

“Last May,” he went on, “one 
of our planes full of bodies fell | 
in Burma, killing three crew 
members and three team members 
and hopelessly scattering the 
bodies they were carrying. No- 
body minds taking such risks if 
convinced that such trips are 
necessary to do full honor to our 
déad. The trouble is that, regard- 
less of what these relatives may 
think, we all deeply feel we are 
doing the wrong thing. 

“I fought in Europe, and I know 
I would want to lie quietly with 
the buddies of my own outfit, and 
not be dragged all over the world 
in order to get home.” 

Special Difficulties. 

Tropical climate and vast dis- 
tances impose special difficulties 
in southeast Asia. One team con- 
sisting of an energetic captain 
and two hard-working sergeants, 
has been able to discover only 
one body in Indochina since June 
20, though many an “M.I.F."— 
missing in flight— is known to 
lie there. 

Twice they have had to take 
their lives in«their hands and en- 
ter villages held by Annamite 
Republicans, where even French 
troops had refused to go. Simi- 
larly, most of rebellious Java and 
Sumatra are still closed. Even 
dental identification is impossible 
where heads are missing. 

Team members insist, neverthe- 
less, that every effort for identi- 
fication must be pursued at what- 
ever risk or cost. They are con- 
vinced that the bodies should be 
placed in local war cemeteries 
for perpetual care with American 
supervision. They think elaborate 
journeys back to the United States 
indicate that relatives may have 
overlooked a simple point—that 
the dead heroes fell in far-off 
places for the world’s freedom and 
not only for the defense of Amer- 
icans. 

‘“I’'d probably get busted if the 
War Department knew said 
this,” the G.I. said, “but us old 
soldiers think that a good way to 
remind these far-off peoples that 
America is now permanently in- 
terested in world peace is to allow 
our men to remain wherever they 
fell. 

“That's what our dead - would 
say if they could speak. I know, 
because I’ve heard them.”

Of 
the three press association men 
now covering the White House, he 
has the longest continuous serv- 
ice there. 

These alert and comparatively 
young men have a unique vantage 
point for seeing history made. Ex- 
cept for the discipline of their 
own organizations they stand in 
awe of no one. Presidents, kings, 
prime ministers, generals, ad- 
mirals and down to the whackiest 
crackpot are merely news sources 
or news item to thém. On duty, 
they have only one objective—to 
get the news into the papers they 
serve as accurately and quickly 
as possible. Almost every minute 
of their working day a newspaper 
somewhere in the nation is going 
to press. Only after their job is 
finished may they relax—yet re- 
main alert for the next story. 

In his book, Smith plainly 
labels his personal conclusions 
which are based on first-hand 
observations. His observations 
are frequently graphic and his 
comparisons interesting. 

In one chapter Smith makes an 
interesting comparison between 
these two utterly unlike personal- 
ities, concluding that “Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was for the people; 
Harry S. Truman is of the people.” 
He liked both men. Disclaiming 
any intent of trying to draw a 
well-round historical portrait of 
the late President, he says: 

“Mr Roosevelt was good and he 
knew it. He was superbly con- 
fident that he was the best polit- 
ical strategist known in Ameri- 
can history. He knew for a fact 
that he could outguess and out- 
maneuver his opponents. And he 
did, time and again. He lost spe- 
cific battles on occasions, but he 
won the wars. 

“Actually, he was a fabulous 
monarch, a dramatic king. He 
could be and usually was socially 
democratic, but always with a 
regal air that never let you doubt 
that he was in full command of 
the situation. 

Truman “Awfully Nice.” 

“He woula have been a wonder- 
ful actor. He probably would have 
been a Shakespearean star who 
wore fur-collared overcoats, car- 
ried a gold-headed cane and lord- 
ed it over the rest of the troupe. 

He describes Truman as “an 
awfully nice person” and notes 
that his former frequent state- 
ments that he did not want to be 
President can well ‘prove a polit- 
ical handicap. He remarks that 
he now knows Truman far better 
than he ever knew Roosevelt. 

“He is a much easier man to 

” he records. 

a ieonith was with Roosevelt dur- 
ing the President's latest illnesses 
and at Warm Springs when he 
died of a massive cerebral hemor- 
rhage. He did not believe that 
Roosevelt was going to die in 
office. 

“Tt anticipated,” he said, “spend- 
ing more and more time in Warm 
Springs and Hyde Park and had 
so planned.” 

He makes this statement despite 
the fact he saw the President’s 
health decline from month to 
month. He had also checked and 
reported on the stacks of rumors 
that came to Washington from all 
parts of the country. He blames 
these unsubstantial rumors for 
giving the country a false picture 
of the President’s real condition. 
Other persons, with less factual 
basis than Smith’s personal ob- 
servations, will challenge his con- 
clusions about the late President's 
health, 

After Yalta. 

Reporting on the President’s 
condition after the Yalta meeting 
in 1945, when Dr. McIntire as- 
serted that Roosevelt was in “tip- 
top” condition, Smith observes: 

“If the people close to the Pres- 
ident did not believe he was in 
failing health, I think they were 
kidding themselves. As a layman 
I saw many indications, not of 
approaching death, but of sagging 
vitality. I realized, too, that we 
could not expect the Administra- 
tion to be so politically inexpedient 
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under Danish sovereignty,

ECAUSE of his specialized newspaper training, Merriman Smith, 
United Press White House correspondent, has accomplished the 
seemingly impossible by writing a politically unbiased yet colorful 
account of the personalities and actions of Presidents Roosevelt and 


This highly readable eye-witness ‘President Roosevelt is now a 


tired and worn out old man, and 
is having trouble regaining his 
strength and energy.’ But that

Smith says “the rumor mongers 
threw us off the track by telling 
sO Many lies.” 


These rumors continue. During 
my vacation a distinguished 
woman, still a Roosevelt-hater, in- 
sisted that she had “positive in- 
formation” that.the President had 
been operated on at the Mayo 
Clinic in 1944. She refused to di- 
vulge her “positive” information. 

Here is Smith’s account of this 
particular rumor: 


“When we returned from the 
Pacific with Roosevelt in 1944, 
just before the fourth term cam- 
p-ign got under formal way, we 
found our Washington office 
stacked with messages telling us 
of his having undergone surgery 
at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn. 

“These people—men and women 
who talked behind their hhands— 
knew ‘for a matter of actual fact’ 
that the President, en route from 
Seattle to Washington, stopped off 
at Rochester for surgical treat- 
ment of a cancerous rectum. They 
knew the time of day and the 
names of the nurses. 


“And they knew the reporters 
who were with the President—the 
three wire service men — -were 
bribed liars,” 


(This alleged bribing of report- 
ers is a strange angle of these 
rumors, first because there were 
many able Washington reporters 
who disliked Roosevelt and, sec- 
ond, there could have been no 
bigger exclusive news story at the 
time than that Roosevelt was un- 
dergoing a serious operation). 


“The stories about Mr. Roose- 
velt being in Rochester,” Smith 
continues, “were so. much poppy- 
cock. I was with him. I knew 
at the time that it was utterly 
impossible for him to have 
stopped at the Mayo Clinfe. The 
train went nowhere near Roch- 
ester.” 


Roosevelt Irritated. 


Smith’s book, of course revolves 
mostly around the late Fresident, 
particularly the trips away from 
Washington. Roosevelt, especial- 
ly during the, war years, was ir- 
ritated by the presence of the 
press association men, calling 
them his “three ghouls” and in- 
sinuated they were sent along be- 
cause they expected him to die or 
be killed. ‘They had to explain 
that they“were there “just in case 
something happened.” 

These trips and the daily cover- 
ing of the White House gave 
Smith and wire association col- 
leagues intimate contacts with 
the Presidents and their staffs. 
Both Presidents talked freely off- 
1 ly and for background to 

em. 


Smith’s light journalese style, 
while it makes for easy reading, 
detracts from the serious value 
of the book for historians and stu- 
dents of government. His side- 
lights on the personalities of the 
two Presidents under wartime 
strains will make later books more 
colorful and at the same time 
more accurate reading. 


For the average reader of 
Washington news, particularly 
White House and presidential dis- 
patches, Smith gives a lucid pic- 
ture of White House activities, in- 
cluding how the Secret Service 
guards the President and his fam- 
ily, how reporters get news and 
how they compete with one 
another to get it first on the wire. 


Many persons, including one 
member of the Roosevelt family, 
are writing their account of what 
they saw and heard in presiden- 
tial circles during the original 
New Deal and wartime days. 
Some will have particular projects 
to advance or explain; others will 
have personal motives. Their 
minds were probably on them- 
selves or their problems when 
they were with the President. 


Merriman Smith has nothing to 
sell except his »ook. When he was 
with both Presidents he wads on 
the alert for news or background 
that would help him in writing 
the news. He is a trained observ- 
er and he has recorded impartial- 
ly what he saw and'‘heard. "The 
objectivity alone makes the book 
a valuable contribution to the his- 
tory of our times.

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MARITIME FLEET 
4 TIMES AS LARGE 
AS EXPECTED NEED 


U.S. Shippers Harried by 
Higher Costs But Fear 
Losing Stakes in For- 
eign Trade. 


. By HOWARD DOBSON 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP)— 
The American Merchant Marine is 
like the rich kid who has more 
marbles than anyone else in the 
block. He has to go on playing 
or get out of the game, but he isn’t 
sure he ig a good enough shooter 
to keep up with his leaner, hun- 
grier opponents. 

No shipping man could think of 
dropping,out of the game at this 
stage. Look at the prizes: the 
North Atlantic traffic formerly 
carried by Germany and the -Pa- 
cific trade which Jxepan held be- 
fore the war. 

Besides. most shipping experts 
expect foreign trade generally to 
double, perhaps treble, in the next 
few years. 

The Merchant Marine Act of 
1936 directs the Government to 
subsidize some ship operators. It 
also declares as a national policy 
that United States flag ships 
should eventually carry all our do- 
mestic cargo and “A substantial 
portion” of our foreign trade. The 
Maritime Commission has defined 
that “substantial” portion as at 
least 50 per cent. 

If we reach that goal in the 
next five to 10 years, our private 
shipping will prosper handsomely. 
If not, the alternative may be total 


{| Government ownership. 


Under subsidy contracts of the 
1986 act, Uncle Sam already is-a 
partner in 12 private shipping 
firms—controlling about half the 
American flag ships. More are 
coming to the commission all the 
time inviting the Government to 
unsnap its purse and take a seat 
at the board of directors’ table. 


Test For U.S. Shipping. 


Commission research specialists 
say the test of American shipping 
will come in the few years imme- 
diately ahead. Most private ship- 
ping men agree. That is when the 
divvying up of world trade will 
take place, and it will be a rough 
game. 


As a result of the war, we have 
the largest merchant fleet ever 
assembled, more than four times 
as big as we Can expect to use. 
We have more shipbuiiding ca- 
pacity than all the rest of the 
world, 

Shipping veterans and the Mari- 
time Commission believe we could 
stay on top a few years without 
subsidies, but not permanently. 
For two reasons: 

_ 1. It costs between 50 and 
100 per cent more to build a 
merchant ship in American 
yards than in foreign yards. 

2. It costs about 50 per cent 
more to operate an American 
ship in foreign trade, 

The base pay of an American 
able seaman has risen from about 
$65 to $165.50 a month since 1941, 
The same man on most European 
ships would get about $64, though 
foreign seamen have a few bene- 
fits that ours do not. 

Review of Subsidies. 

For national policy and defense 
reasons, all countries subsidize 
their ocean-going trade. The 
United States paid mail subsidies 
from 1920 until 1937. 

After a 1928 revision of the 
law, American lines collected on 
a mileage basis, whether they 
carried one letter or a hold full. 
When the mail contracts were 
terminated the Government had 
paid about $180,000,000 on them, 

These abuses led to a congres- 
sional investigation in 1935 and 
passage of the law of 1936. The 
1936 act set up three new types 
of subsidies: construction differ- 
ential, operating differential and 
counteravailing. The last, an out- 
right grant to an American opera- 
tor to offset a subsidy being paid 
a competing foreign operator, has 
never been used. 

Through 1945. the Government 
paid out $178,665.807 in construc- 
tion subsidies. These represented 
half the difference between what’ 
the ships cost in this country and 
what they would have cost if built 
abroad. 

From 1936 until operating dif- 
ferentials went out of effect in 
1942, the Government paid about 
$40,000,000 to firms operating 141 
vessels on 23 foreign routes. How- 
ever, it will get back about $29,- 
000,000 under “recapture” clauses. 

Also, the subsidized operators 
have béen granted $81,000,000 in 
tax exemptions on reserve funds, 
but the Treasury Department is 
after $40,000,000 of that in a suit 
now before the Supreme Court: 
The Treasury claims the sub- 
sidy contracts were cancelled be- 
cause of the war. and that the 
operators therefore are not en- 
titled to the full exemptions. The 
operators claim the contracts 
merely were suspended. 
How Subsidies Work. . 

This is the way operating sub- 
sidies work; . 

The Maritime Commission has 
selected 32 foreign trade routes 
which it considers essential. A 
ship operator asks for a subsidy 
on a certain route. The commis- 
sion figures out what subsidy he 
should have to operate p-ofitably 
on that route. It figures the costs 
of foreign competitors and how 
much higher his cogts will be. 

Four factors are considered: 
Subsistence and wages for his 
crews, ship stores and insurance. 
The first two are the big ones.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 14 
(AP)—Bank deposits of intangible 
tax collections reached $1,309,790 
today—less than $700,000 short of 
the state’s hoped-for total of $2,- 
000,000 for 1946, . 
There are still about 45 days in 
which intangible property owners 
can file returns. Haskell Holman, 
in charge of collecting the tax 
under new laws, said he still 
could make no estimate of the 
probable total. 

Individual owners of intangible 


personal property pay a 4 per cent 
tax.on the yield of their intangi- 


bles. Banks pay 7 per cent on their 
income, Savings and loan associ- 
ations pay 2 per cent of the divi- 


dends assigned their depositors. 
A new phase of Missouri's intan- 
gible tax system which cannot 
yet be assessed as a reventie pro- 
ducer is a tax of 10 per cent on 
net income of credit institutions. 
Such organizations would include 
pawnbroker firms, small-loan com- 
panies and loan and investment 
companies.

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 14 (AP) 
— Members of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ Union in five west- 
ern states have voted for a nation- 
wide strike against the Western 
Union to support wage demands, 
the local CTU president said to- 
day. 

Sam H. Kimeldorf said members 
in Oregon, Washington, Montana, 
Idaho and Wyoming approved the 
strike in a vote called by J. A. 
Payne, Kansas City, general chair- 
man of the CTU’s Western Union 
division. Kimeldorf said all locals 
he has heard from—including De- 
troit and Chicago — favored the 
strike. 

Kimeldorf said the strike date 
would be set at the union conven- 
tion in Denver Oct. 14, should CTU 
and Western Union officials fail 
to reach an agreement. They are 
scheduled ‘to negotiate in New 
York Monday. The strike would 
affect every part of the country 
except New York City. 

The union is asking an average 
wage increase of 16% cents an 
hour. Western Union offered 12% 
cents, Eimeldorf said.

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Restless Scientists 


Will They Settle for 
Less Than the Moon?

Y hat was always off to science even on cold days. When 
M-- boys on my block shouted “get a horse,” I regarded 
hem as back numbers with no feeling for the genius of 
the twentieth century. I felt a similar scorn and pity for those 
who described the airplane 
as a “dangerous toy.” Nor 
was I disturbed in my devo- 
tion by the release of atom- 
ic energy despite the awful 
possibilities that it so plain- 
ly carried. In my opinion 
the man in the laboratory 
was doing his job. If the 
rest of us could do ours 
with half the cofsecration 
and one-tenth the skill the 
earth indeed would be fair. 
That was my attitude. Now 
I’m not so sure. The profes- 
sors, it seems to me, are be- 
coming intoxicated with 
their own virtuosity and 
have reached the point 
where they are yearning to 
pass a few miracles just for 
the hell of it. What other 
. explanation can there be 
for these projected trips to the moon? In the past the moon 
has served a really useful function, It was an encouragement to 
composers, painters and poets, not only because of its soft, 
ingratiating light but because it was a convenient symbol of 
the unattainable. Now we are being dosed with propaganda 
intended to persuade us that the moon is practically in the 
next county if the right sort of transportation is made avail- 
able. Now that I have looked it up I know of course that the 
moon is only some 240,000 miles away. I am also ready to be- 
lieve that an aerial motor car can be provided which will make 
the journey in less time than it took Andrew Jackson to reach 
the White House.

What then? What does the moon have to offer 
that you can’t find on the Meramec river? The pro- 
fessors are not very specific about that. There is some 
talk of uranium but there is nothing to show that the 
moon has any more uranium than Nevada, Besides 
what would we do with more uranium? That’s easy, 
say the professors. We will use it to generate power 
for a shuttle service between the moon and the earth 
so we can dig up still more uranium, 
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@ FROM THIS IT MAY BE SEEN that a yen to go places 
is behind much of this super-ferrestrial travel promotion. The 
urge is understandable, since everybody has it to some extent 
in these restless times. A disenchantment with conditions now 
prevailing on earth is not too surprising either. If the moon 
were already equipped with self-operating seaside cottages and 
was restricted against Sunday drivers, walkathons, soap operas 
and too many buttons to button and unbutton, something might 
be said in favor of its use as a weekend resort or even as a 
permanent refuge. From what I can gather, however, the 
moon is as bereft of modern conveniences as some parts of 
Texas. First of all, it has no atmosphere and no water. The 
scientists to be sure, have already cooked up methods for sup- 
plying these deficiencies, G. Edward Pendray, an authority on 
rockets, says in a Collier’s magazine article that we could 
take it with us—air, water, food, electrical power and what- 
ever else we might need. We would walk around in 700-pound 
suits with all our necessities enclosed. Within this metal en- 
velope we would be protected from the devastating radiation 
of the lunar day and the equally lethal cold of the night, each 
of which lasts some fifteen days,

@ HAVING A SLIGHT TOUCH of claustrophobia, I shouldn’t 
care to be wound up in a steel cocoon, but hardier specimens 
of the earth dweller could take it, no doubt, and enjoy it. 
But even they would get bored, I think, unless they found 
something more diverting than blasting for uranium. Like 
many another tourist, they might come to feel there was 
nothing to it but the buggy ride. So what it gets down to is 
a yearning for new marvels and new adventures. All the rest 
—the allegedly rich mineral deposits, the possibilities of har- 
nessing solar rays, yes, even the dark suggestion that we must 
occupy the moon before another world power beats us to it— 
is just so much scientific eye-wash.

@ THE MYSTICAL LURE OF DANGER is not new to the 
human race.

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They Made It Tough On

HE retirement from Govern- 

ment service of Elmer L. Irey, 

chief co-ordinator of Treasury 
enforcement agencies, and the an- 
nouncement. by Frank J. Wilson, 
chief of the Secret Service, that 
he, too, will retire, probably with- 
in the next two months, comes as 
a postilude to a fantastic period 
in American history. 

Their famous coups belong princi- 
pally to the age of the boot- 
legger, the gangster, the racketeer 
and the corrupt political machine, 
of the big shots in the interlude 
between two wars. Newspaper 
headlines carried such names as 
Al Capone, Waxey Gordon, Dutch 
Schultz, Moe Annenberg, Tom 
Pendergast and R. Emmet OMal- 
ley, Nucky Johnson, Huey Long, 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann and 
hundreds of others who colored 
the life of the time. 

These assorted characters, with 
the exception of Hauptmann, had 
one thing in common — they 
failed to pay Federal taxes on 
hidden income. For this reason 
they came within the province of 
Irey and Wilson. Many were sent 
to prison; some, like Long and 
Schultz, were slain before the net 
finally was drawn tight. 

The technique of the Treasury 
men was developed to meet con- 
ditions which grew out of the 
prohibition amendment. It was 
detective work of a high order 
combined with infinite persistence 

and unquestioned integrity. It 
consisted essentially in a patient 
ana detailed reconstruction of 
the quarry’s economic existence. 

Was there any real signifi- 
cance to these plodding investi- 
gations and sensational convic- 
tions? Irey doesn’t hesitate 
with a sweeping answer. They 
broke up gangsterism and went 
a long way toward smashing 
politica] bossism. 

Wilson and Irey recalled for 
the Post-Dispatch some of the 
outstanding experiences of an 
association that began in 1920, 

Irey, then a 3l-year-old post 

office inspector, had been directed 
in 1919 to establish the Intelli- 
gence Unit of the Treasury’s Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue. He as- 
signed an assistant to recruit an 
able staff, and Wilson, then a 
Justice Department employe was 
among the first to be hired. In 
1921 Wilson was sent to St. Louis 
to head an office having juris- 
diction over eight states. This 
assignment lasted about a year. 

Irey continued as chief of the 
Intelligence Unit until 1942, when 
he was relieved to devote his full 
time to wartime co-ordination of 
the enforcement agencies, which 
include Secret Service, customs, 
foreign funds control, narcotic 
service, intelligence and alcohol 
tax enforcement. Wilson left the 
Intelligence Unit to join the Se- 
cret Service Sept. 8 1936, becom- 
ing chief the following January.

ILSON is plump and balding,

I figured I 
had caused a lot of families a lot 
of trouble; I wasn’t making any- 
one very happy. I thought, ‘Am 
I going to be bringing grief to 
people all my life?’ 

“I figured maybe there was an- 
other way. One of my two main 
jobs is suppressing counterfeit- 
ing, and I set out to make the 
racket so hazardous not many per- 
sons would dare engage in it and 
I wouldn’t have to send so many 
to prison.” 

In 1937, when Wilson began his 
widely- publicized campaign to 
teach potential victims of counter- 
feiters how to protect themselves, 
the public was losing $1,000,000 
a year. Now losses are only $50,- 
000. Convictions are down 90 per 
cent. In some 15,000 high schools 
a required unit of study is Wil- 
son's booklet, “Know Your Money.” 

Wilson’s primary responsibility 
is protecting the President, his 
family and distinguished visitors 
to the United States, royal or 
otherwise, At his direction, Sec- 
ret Service men police the White 
House grounds and accompany 
the President wherever he goes. 
It’s a job for a diplomat as well 
as a detective, for many of the 
persons Wilson has been required 
to guard have objected vigorously 
to the idea of such supervision. 

“President Truman is extremely 
nice and easy to take care of,” 
Wilson said to the writer, “but in 
one way more difficult than Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Truman is very 
active; because of his wonderful 
health he can come and go and 
mix with his friends. 

“Roosevelt would have liked to 
do the same things, but he was 
handicapped by his physical con- 
dition. Also, he was under heav- 
ier pressure. I don’t mean to min- 
imize Truman’s responsibilities, 


but when he took over we were 


fighting a winning war. Roose- 
velt had to deal with one that 
was doubtful. 

“All the presidents have been 
co-operative but, as Joe Murphy 
used to say, it usually annoys 
them the first year; then it 
washes itself out.” (He referred 
to Joseph E. Murphy, a former 
chief of the Secret Service White 
House detail.)

they have been connected in the 
last 26 years, both Irey and Wil-

absorbing... They sat in on the 
early councils, and proposed the

They entered the case after 
Lindbergh made a direct request 
to President Hoover for lIrey’s 
services. Their particular func- 
tion was to persuade Lindbergh’s 
lawyer, Henry Breckinridge, that 
the serial numbers on some 6000 
bills comprising the $50,000 ran- 
som money should be recorded 
and that some gold certificates 
be inserted for easier identifica- 
tion, , 


“It was a real battle,” Wilson 
recalled. “Breckinridge wanted to 
comply 100 per cent with the kid- 
naper’s demand that no serial 
numbers be listed. He was afraid 
some insider, possibly a servant, 
might: be in touch.with the kid- 
naper and let him know what we 
were doing. 


“Finally our recommendation 
won out and I went down to the 
Morgan bank with an agent. We 
worked all night with a force 
of clerks recording the numbers 
in such a way that the records 
later would stand up as evidence. 


We had no precedent for any- 
thing like this.” 

Intelligence agents worked 20 
months on the kidnaping. Wilson 
himself left after a few months 
for New Orleans, and spent the 
next two years perfecting a tax 
evasion case against Huey Long. 
No substantial clews to the iden- 
tity of the kidnaper were un- 
covered until the break came, 
when Hauptmann passed a bill 


‘that was traced through the ser- 


ial numbers. He was arrested in 
September, 1934, two and one half 
years after the crime, 
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FEW months before the Lind- 
A pers kidnaping, in October, 

1931, Irey and Wilson had seen 
Al Capone convicted of income tax 
evasion and-sentenced to 11 years 
imprisonment on evidence they 
had gathered. This was the cul- 
mination of more than two years 
of work, directed by Irey in 
Washington and Wilson in Chica- 
go. 


In perspective, the Capone case 
still stands as a milestone, though 
the pattern for it had been laid 
several years before with the con- 
viction and imprisonment of Terry 
Druggan and Frankie Lake, the 
so-called Chicago beer barons. 
Events of the last 15 years.may 
have obscured the recollection of 


what Capone meant. At the: top 
of his power, he was reported to 
control 10,000 speakeasies and 
many of the sources of their sup- 
plies; he controlled completely the 
Chicago. suburb of Cicero; he was 
reported to. command 700 thugs, 
many of them armed; he rode in 
an .armored automobile; with 
minor exceptions, he was un- 
touched by the law and appeared 
untouchable.

OW the “big shot” was reduced 

to the stature of any other con- 

vict is a story that has been 
told often, though there remain a 
few details that never have ‘been 
revealed. Two Intelligence agents 
planted with the Capone gang; 
extensive wire-tapping, then not 
illegal; a ledger seized some 
years before in a raid on a Capone 
gambling joint and found molding 
in a storeroom; an analysis of 
the ledger figures to show profits 
made on certain transactions; dis- 
covery of the identity of the two 


- who had made the entries in the 


ledger, their capture and eventual 
testimony before the Federal 
grand jury that indicted Capone 
—these were the main compo- 
nents, | 


“It was the first major attack 
on gangsterism, and it cracked it 
in Chicago,” Irey said to the 
Post-Dispatch. “When we sent 
Waxey Gordon (Irving Wexler) to 
prison for 10 years it was the be- 
ginning of the end of gangsterism 
in New York. We were prosecut- 
ing Dutch Schultz (Arthur Fleg- 
a when he was bumped 
off.” 


(The Gordon case was prose- 
cuted by the then Assistant 
United States District Attorney 
Thomas E. Dewey on evidence 
gathered by the Intelligence Unit. 
The fame of the present New 
York Governor as a racket buster 
began with this trial.) 


“The convictions of the Kan 
City Democratic boss, Tom J. Pen 
dergast,” Irey continued, “and the 
Atlantic City (N.J.) Republican 
leader, Enoch (Nucky) Johnson, 
went a long way toward the 
breakdown of bossism. While 
Huey Long was assassinated (in 
September, 1935) just a few days 
after we completed gathering our 
evidence against him, we got a 
great many members of his gang. 
As for those who promoted gam- 
bling, Moe Annenberg (operator of 
a vast racing news service and 
publisher of the Philadelphia In- 
quirer) went to prison and paid 
the Government eight million 
dollars.” 


A number of Irey’s cases have 
had particular interest for Mis- 
souri in addition to their national 
importance. One of these was the 
investigation leading to the in- 
dictment of Pendergast and 
O’Malley, former Missouri State 
insurance superintendent, in the 
insurance compromise scandal. 


Another was the Jack Daniel 
case of 20 years ago, in which Nat 
Goldstein, former St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Clerk, and Arnold J. Hell- 
mich, former Collector of Internal 
Revenue in St. Louis, were sent 
to prison, with several others, for 
conspiring to violate the Volstead 
Act in the “milking” of some two 
million dollars worth of whisky 
from the Jack Daniel bonded 
warehouse in St. Louis. George

bootleggers,” figured prominently 
in the conspiracy. 

Irey, 58 years old, is a year 
younger than Wilson.

shalling and evaluation of facts 
was his job, and it fascinated him, 
but he concedes that the funda- 
mental lure of his career with the 
Treasury may have been that he

N his relations with the press, 
j Irey, whose retirement became 

effective on Aug 31, never 
tried to withhold legitimate 
news, although he stuck to 
the letter of the strict laws re- 
lating to income tax information. 
He sometimes worked closely with 
newspaper men on the theory 
that they could be of mutual help. 
One of the reporters in whom he 
had unusual confidence was the 
late John T. Rogers of the 
Post-Dispatch staff. 

Irey and his agents earned a 
reputation for integrity that be- 
came one of the chief assets of the 
unit. It wasn’t easy. Many times 
his agents could have earned a 
year’s salary by merely failing to 
observe some circumstances. In- 
fluential men repeatedly tried to 
handicap Irey or to bring about 
his discharge. One of the unit’s 
strongest supporters in Congress 
has been Rep. John J. Cochran 
(Dem.), St. Louis, who consis- 
tently fought for adequate appro- 
priations. 

Irey’s duties from the start of 
the war were what his title 


states, co-ordinating the work of 
the enforcement agencies. One of 
his tasks was directing the rapid- 
fire seizure of the property of 
Japanese aliens after Pearl Har- 
ber. For this . undertaking he 
massed 2000 agents on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Later his men took 
over German and Italian proper- 
ties. 

Irey’s two sons, both physicians, 
have advised him to slow down, 
but he intends to keep his hand 
in as a tax consultant for a 
Washington firm. He_ expects to 
spend a large part of the time at 
his cottages in Florida and on the 
Chesapeake Bay. 


Wilson says his wife has been 
urging him to take a long rest, 
and he has definite ideas about 
what he wants to do when he 
does retire. For years his elaborate 
office in the Treasury, crammed 
with souvenirs of an eventful 
past, has contained an item of 
special interest, placed where his 
glance could fall upon it as he 
worked at his big double desk. 
It was a tiny model of the 
schooner Albatross in which he 
sailed Lake Erie as a boy. He 
plans to buy another ship, take 
some long cruises and, if he gets 
bored, which isn’t likely, write a 
few short stories. 

Both Irey and Wilson were 
pioneers in a new field and will 
leave behind them not only a re- 
markable record of achievement 
but a great many proved methods 
for the use of their successors. 
A framed tribute presented to 
Wilson by a group of employes 
epitomizes their careers rather 
neatly. It says: “To our chief, an 
intrepid guide to new horizons.”

Little Bank They

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Sept. 14. 
ENCEFORTH the holdup 
‘T'y boys can mark the Carbon 
State Bank of Carbon, Ind., 
off their Mst. They’re ly 
going to miss the little bank, 
too. For some strange reason, 
the bank seemed to have a 
reputation among yeggs in the 
middle west of being a soft 
touch, although the many at- 


tempts to rob it more often 


ended in failure than in suc- 
cess. ° 

Whenever they had notHing 
bigger to work on, and just 
wanted to keep their hand in, 
the boys seemed to figure they 
could kill a little time and 
maybe pick up a bit of change 
by knocking off the Carbon 
State Bank. 

But no more. Judge B. (Jud) 
Marshall, who has been run- 
ning the bank single-handed 
since 1925, and who has, in 
spite of some of the most elab- 
orate and unique precautions 
ever heard of in banking cir- 
cles, been held up five times 
since 1930, has decided he has 
had all he can take. He has 
liquidated the little bank. 

“Let some other bank,” he 
said with a sigh of relief, “be- 
come the most robbed bank in 
Indiana.” . 

From a.civic standpoint, the 
closing of the bank is some- 
thing of a dying gasp. Once 
a thriving little mining town 
of 1000 producing coal and tile 
clay, Carbon’s history has been 
marked by brief periods of 
prosperity, alternating with 
much longer periods of depres- 
sion. Now clay-tile workers are 
its only mainstay, and its popu- 
lation has dwindled to half its 
former size. The clay plants 
are now threatening to close 
down, and Carbon is in danger 
of becoming a ghost town. 

x « *® 

Through all the years of the 
town’s ups and downs, the one- 
man bank was a mainstay. 
Marshall loaned the people 
money to tide them over dur- 
ing the tough times, took care 
of their money during the good 
times. He sold them liberty 
bonds and war bonds through 
two wars and cashed them in, 
as it turned out, very soon af- 
ter. He has kept the little 
bank going as a sort of civic 
duty, and often against some 
strong odds. If the demise of 
Carbon comes soon or a good 
many yéars hence, the people 
won't forget Jud Marshall, the 
bank robbers’ nemesis. The 
bank robbers will miss him too. 

The bank had been robbed 
twice before 1930, making a to- 
tal of seven ‘robberies in all. 
In 1919, the safe was blown 
but nothing taken. In 1927 it 
was held up with a loss of 
$3100.. It was after the 1930 
robbery, when Marshall was 
the sole surviving owner and 
employe of the bank, that he 
decided to take his own kind 
of precautions. And while 
they didn’t keep the robbers 
from trying, they did keep 
them from making off with 
what might be called important 
dough. 

The bank was originally or- 
ganized in 1906, when Carbon 
was enjoying. one of its pros- 
perous periods, with 20 stock- 
holders. But one by one they 
sold out and departed until, 
by 1925, Marshall found him- 
self sole owner, And when his 
son, Kenneth Marshall, went 
away to seek his fortuune else- 
where, Marshall found himself 
strictly alone in the bank.

He knew what a temptation 
this would be, so he locked the 
front door and kept it locked, 
day and night. He had a spe- 
cial latch put on the door to 
which he attached a rope. He 
extended the rope along the 
ceiling and back to the cash- 
ier’s cage. The town being 
as small as it is, Marshall was 
well acquainted with every 
person who had business to 
transact in the bank. And 
the bank lobby being small in 
proportion, he could clearly see 
through the glass in the front 
door the faces of those who 
wanted in. 

They had but to rap on the 
door to attract his attention 
and if they were okay he would 
pull the string, the door would 
open and they would come in. 
The door would swing shut 
behind them, the latch would 
fall and they would be locked 
in until they transacted their 
business. It was probably the 
only bank in history that ad- 
mitted customers on a speak- 
easy basis. 

While this worked all right 
during the day, it didn’t keep 
the boys from worming their 
way in at night. So one night 
in November of 1932 they tried

it again. An effort was made 
to blow the safe, but it didn’t 
blow, so the robbers didn’t 
even get a postage stamp out 
of the deal. 

It was in November of 1934 
that the most daring attempt 
was made and it was then that 
the slight, 59-year-old banker 
showed his mettle. He had 
made some improvements on 
his security system and he 
was ready for them, and while

It was about 10 minutes be- 
fore 3 o’clock on a cold snowy 
afternoon that Marshall decid- 
ed there wouldn’t be any more 
depositors that afternoon and 
locked up the vault 10 min- 
utes early.

The three unmasked strangers 
walked in, and while one held 
a gun on him, the other two 
started frisking Marshall for 
the key which unlocks the steel 
door in front of the vault. 
They searched his pockets and 
through every drawer back of 
the cashier’s cage, but failed 
to turn up the missing key. 
What they didn’t know was 
that when they walked in Mar- 
shall had just locked the door 
and still had the key in his 
hand, And when they told 
him to stick up his hapds, he 
quietly let the key slip down 
his coat sleeve. 

‘ The bandits started slapping 
the small, middle-aged banker 
around, but he still refused to 
give up the key. They then 
bound his hands and feet with 
wire and then tied his wrists 
to his ankles and toppled him 
over.

The bandits stopped, looked 
at each other and then started 
trying to find the source of the 
ear - splitting racket. They 
started bumping into each 
other in their panic, especially 


when the get-away man, in a 
car outside, started honking 
the horn. They took a couple 
of hundred dollars which were 
in the till and tore out of the 
bank, just ahead a crowd of 
townspeople. .who had been 
aroused by the alarm. 

When they found Marshall 
tied up on the floor and 
learned what had happened 
they adopted a more respect- 
ful attitude toward what some 
of them had referred to as 
Marshall’s “Boob McNutt con- 
traption.” The contraption con- 
sisted of a clever improvement 
on the rope and lock system 
he had used on the front door.

The 
robbers got in through a win+ 
dow, removed the vault door 
with torches, and were strug- 
gling to get the big globular 
safe to a waiting truck when 
the worn old planks in the 
floor of the bank gave way 
and the safe fell through. The 
robbers just gave it up as a 
bad job and departed. ) 

Early this summer Marshall 
announced that the bank would 
be liquidated and closed. It 
closed its doors for the last 
time on July 25—operating up 
to the last with the door 
locked—and Marshall departed 
to take what he said was his 
first real vacation in 25 years. 

“Let them rob somebody 
else’s bank for a while,” he 
said.

CHICAGO, Sept. 14. 


EN years ago in a little one- 

reom shop on Lake Street here 

in Chicago, a young man who 
had just lost a leg in an automo- 
bile accident was trying to eke 
out an existence packaging petro- 
leum jelly. It was the same old 
story. The world was a pretty 
tough place for a cripple. 

Today in a successful factory 
that has grown out of that one- 
room shop and which has been 
grossing $5,000,000 a year, this 
same young man sits at a desk 
that bears the nameplate, George 
Barr, President. In this factory 
the old story is reversed. Out of 
the heartaches he knew when first 
crippled, George Barr has made a 
place for physically handicapped 
people whose disabilities have de- 
nied them a place in other indus- 
tries. 

Barr, president of G. Barr & 
Co., manufacturers and packagers 
of medical and beauty supplies, is 
a philanthropist in the real sense 
of the word. He doles out no 
charity. He ladles out no sympa- 
thy. He gives, instead, the thing 
that crippled folks want most. He 
offers employment to those who 
might otherwise be doomed to a 
life of idleness and dependency. 

“The world is full of jobs that 
ean be done, and done well, by 
crippled people,” gays Barr, “Given 
a chance, a handicapped person 
will express his gratitude by a 
conscientious application to his 
job that will nine times out of 
10 outshine a non-handicapped 
employe.” 

In the offices and factory of G. 
Barr & Co., this reporter talked 
with folks crippled by infantile 
paralysis, with victims of auto ac- 
cidents who had lost legs, with a 
woman hopelessly twisted with 
arthritis, with deaf mutes and 
with the blind. Each told essen- 
tially the same story—the story of 
dependency on relatives, of being 
shunted from “made” job to 
“made” job by charitable agencies, 
of a feeling of frustration and 
hopelessness until the job with G. 
Barr & Co. had given each a regu- 
lar paycheck .and a_ bona-fide 
stake in a future. 

“I hadn’t worked for years,” 
pretty 35-year-old Mrs. Dorothy 
Anderson said. “There didn’t seem 
to be any place in this world for 
me hobbling around on crutches 
and tortured by this arthritis. 
Then I heard about Mr. Barr and 
talked to him on the phone. He 
told me to come out to the plant

“There is no reason why these 
handicapped persons should not 
be self-supporting,” says 34-year- 
old Barr, “Put a crippled person 
in the right job and you've got an 
invaluable employee.

A man 
who walks with crutches develops 
his arms and shoulders and has 
no trouble feeding a heavy ma- 
chine. A deaf mutes develops 
finger dexterity and is perfect 
on the packaging line. A blind 
perscn is always nimble fingered 
and works out fine in the bottling 
end of our business.” . 


One deaf muts, Mitchell Echiko- 
vilz, has been with Barr since 
the early days of that one-room 
shop on Lake Street. Mitchell’s 
wife, also a deaf mute, was Barr’s 
second employe, hired whgn Barr 
and Mitchell needed someone to 
label bottles for them. Mitchell 
and his wife worked out so well 
that, as his business grew, Barr 
hired nothing but deaf mutes for 
his first 18 employes. Then one 
day while Barr himself was 
operating a labeling machine, he 
realized that here was a job that 
could be handled by men like 
himself with only one leg. He 
started hiring one-legged men and 


such ag soda machines and rest 
rooms,

Bread

HE art of bread making, one 

of the oldest culinary arts in 

existence, has had a lot of ups 
and down since the first loaf was 
made from beechnuts and acorns, 
crushed and mixed with water. 
Nowadays relatively few house- 
wives bake their own bread, 
whereas it wasn’t so very long 
ago when every young girl was 
judged by her ability to make 
perfect bread when considering 
her qualifications as a wife. 

Incidentally, it is interesting to 
learn that the first leavened 
bread was made by accident. Ac- 
cording to legend, about 700 years 
before Christ, a household slave 
in Athens left some wheat dough 
in a pan and forgot it. When 
he found it, the dough had turned 
sour. To escape punishment for 
being found wasteful, he mixed 
it in with a fresh batch. As it 
turned out, the “new” bread was 
s0 much better than the old, he 
got a reward for it, when he Ccon- 
fessed what had happened, 

For some reason or other, there 
always has been a lot of unneces- 
sary mystery about bread mak- 
ing, which has scared off any 
novice who had ideas of attempt- 
ing it. This is foolishness, for 
bread is no more complicated than 
any other form of cookery and 
may be approached with a calm

Two studies of “Moulin Rouge,” 
a somber night picture and a 
cheerful daytime one, are excellent 
examples of the artist’s mildly ex- 
pressionistic style. The technique, 
he hag said, was developed when 
he was short of artist’s materials 
while serving with the Army in 
Europe.

Shy Young Pair at Zoo 
In First Season Here 
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HE Forest Park Zoo has been exhik- 
iting this season the first lesser 
pandas it has had for several 

years. It obtained the pair of animals 
from the San Diego Zoo, where they 
were born. 

Now 16 months old and weighing 
about 15 pounds, the pandas are timid, 
nervous creatures that regard visitors 
at their cage with doll-like wistfulness. 
They live quietly in the small mammal 
section of the reptile building. Twice 
a day they are fed milk, corn sirup, 
cereal, eggs, fruit and—for dessert— 
bamboo shoots. 

Lesser pandas resemble their 
cousins, the raccoons, more closely 
than they do their fellow countrymen, 
the giant pandas. In their native 
China both types of panda feed on 
bamboo and lichens.

Strike started September 5, was 
aimed at Wage Stabilization Board 
ruling limiting amount of pay in- 
creases for two AFL unions. Last 
Wednesday morning the Board 
was considering in secret session 
whether to reverse or stand by its 
decision. 

Directly involved were some 
90,000 members of the two unions. 
W LB had limited their increases 
to $17.50 a month, although oper- 
ators had agreed to raises of $22.50 
to $27.50. The W LB had declared 


the higher figure inflationary. The 
$17.50 increase was the same as 
that granted to six CIO maritime 
unions and one independent last 
June. Both AFL and CIO unions 
had a previous base pay df $145 a 
month. 

Walkout was by Seafarers 
International Union and Sailors 
Union of the Pacific. They were 
quickly supported by 300,000 other 
dock workers and CIO National 
Maritime Union sailors, who re- 
fused to cross picket lines and 
man ships. In New York, 3500 
tugboat and harbor craft crews 
walked out to support the strike. 
Joseph Curran, leader of 90,000 
CIO seamen, threatened strike 
by his organization unless its wage

granted to AFL sailors. AFL-

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HEN the St. Louis National Horse Show is revived: at the Arena 
Tuesday night after a lapse since 1941, three and five gaited saddle 
horses will be, as usual, gne of the principal features. _ Although 

the various gaits are themselves easy to#distinguish, the detailed move- 
ments of the legs are difficult for the untrained eye to follow, or for the 
camera with ordinary lighting to record clearly.

Stroboscopic lighting is high-frequency lighting of intense flash and 
brief duration—flashes of only a millionth of a second have been used. 
The flash is timed by a synchronized shutter on the camera to take place 
within the brief period—such as 1-400th of a second—the shutter is open. 
To be effective, this must be done in a fairly dark place, so that the picture 
registers only when the light flashes, and not during the whole time the 
shutter is open.
